To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the 
Federal  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one 
of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives*  Various  kinds  of  finding 
aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first 
step  in  the  records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  inventories  of  the  material  in  the  260-odd  record  groups  to  -which 
the  holdings  of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  pro¬ 
visional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the 
records.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meany/hile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 
indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (19l|8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Govern¬ 
ments  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
Forty  Reference  Information  Circulars,  which  analyze  records  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been 
described  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  re¬ 
search  value  have  been  •dited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on 
microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls 
of  these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies 
of  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Subcommittee  on  Wartime  Health  and  Education  was  constituted  as  a 
subcommittee  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  pursuant  to 
Senate  Resolution  7U,  Seventy-eighth  Congress,  which  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Senate  on  June  2,  19h3»  The  resolution  provided  that 

the  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  or  a  subcommittee  thereof  to  be 
appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Education  and  Labor  Committee  be  au¬ 
thorized  and  directed  to  make  a  full  and  complete  study  and  investi¬ 
gation,  in  cooperation  with  such  public  and  private  agencies  and  such 
persons  as  it  might  see  fit  to  consult  regarding  the  distribution  and 
utilization  of  medical  personnel,  facilities,  and  related  health  serv¬ 
ices;  .  •  •  [and]  to  study  and  investigate  the  deficiencies  in  health 
and  education  among  persons  otherwise  fit  for  service  with  the  armed 
forces  and  persons  otherwise  fit  to  be  employed  to  the  best  advantage 
in  agriculture,  industry,  and  other  activities  so  as  consistently  with 
the  spirit  of  our  institutions,  and  the  national  emergency  best  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  war  and  victory  for  our  cause.  The  committee  shall  report  to 
the  Senate,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  results  of  its  study  and  inves¬ 
tigation,  together  with  its  recommendations. 

On  June  9,  19ii3,  Senator  Claude  Pepper  was  appointed  chairman  and 
Senators  Elbert  D.  Thomas  of  Utah,  James  M.  Tunnell  of  Delaware,  Robert  M. 
LaFollette  of  Wisconsin,  and  Kenneth  S.  Wherry  of  Nebraska  were  appointed 
members  of  the  subcommittee  by  Senator  Elbert  D.  Thomas,  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor.  By  virtue  of  Senate  Resolution  62, 
Seventy-ninth  Congress,  which  was  agreed  to  by  the  Senate  on  February  5, 
19U5,  the  subcommittee  was  enabled  to  continue  its  inquiry  during  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress. 

In  his  remarks  opening  the  first  session  of  the  hearings  conducted  by 
the  subcommittee.  Senator  Pepper  disclosed  the  factors  that  had  led  to  the 
inquiry  undertaken  by  the  subcommittee: 

The  whole  country  was  rather  surprised  and  concerned  to  discover  that 
in  a  time  of  great  crisis  some  3,000,000  men  otherwise  eligible  for 
military  service  were  not  able  to  serve  their  country  in  the  armed 
forces  because  of  mental,  moral,  educational,  or  physical  deficiencies. 
Since  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Federal  Government  to  see  to  the 
defense  of  the  country  and  since,  of  course,  neither  the  preparation 
for  the  defense  nor  the  defense  itself  can  be  effectively  carried  on 
without  adequate  manpower,  these  disabilities  of  citizens  would  natu¬ 
rally  become  the  subject  of  serious  concern  to  the  country  and  the 
Congress. 

The  subcommittee  conducted  several  public  hearings  intermittently  be¬ 
tween  November  30,  19l|3,  and  December  16,  19UU,  meeting  in  Washington, 

D.  C,,  except  for  3  days  in  Pascagoula,  liiss.  It  received  testimony. 
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statements,  and  exhibits  from  many  witnesses,  including  officials  of 
the  Federal  and  State  governments,  on  public  health,  medical  research, 
juvenile  delinquency,  the  problems  of  a  war-crowded  community,  typified 
by  Pascagoula,  Miss*,  and  the  status  of  the  fixed-income  groups  in  the 
war  economy.  In  addition,  the  subcommittee's  investigators  collected 
some  data  and  information  on  these  and  other  topics  relevant  to  the 
inquiry.  The  findings  and  recommendations  of  the  subcommittee's  inquiry 
were  embodied  in  a  series  of  subcommittee  reports,  which,  together  with 
the  hearings,  have  been  published. 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  are  part  of  Rec¬ 
ord  Group  U6,  Records  of  the  United  States  Senate,  and  amount  to  approxi¬ 
mately  25  cubic  feet.  A  few  of  the  records  are  security-classified.

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Federal 
Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are  needed 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the  records- 
description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories  of  the 
material  in  the  260-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the  National 
Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  provisional 
in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  records  are 
received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  materials  or  to  per¬ 
fect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled  primarily  for  in¬ 
ternal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  render  efficient  refer¬ 
ence  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  administrative  control  over 
the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly  states 
the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  records.  The 
records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is,  by  units  of 
records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject  or  activity  or 
that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information  about  the  rec¬ 
ords  may  sometimes  by  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 
indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in  the 
National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the  Rec¬ 
ords  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Government's 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued.  Forty 
Reference  Informa tion  Circulars,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  India, 
have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  described  in 
the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records,  1917-1921, 

and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- volume  guide,  Federal  Records  of 
World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research  value 
have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as 
a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of  these  micro¬ 
filmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of  the  National 
Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  War  Refugee  Board  was  established  within  the  Executive  Office  of 
the  President  by  Executive  Order  Mo.  9417  of  January  22,  1944,  to  combat 
the  Nazi  campaign  of  persecution  and  extermination  of  helpless  -people  be¬ 
cause  of  their  race,  religion,  or  political  belief.  The  Executive  order 
declared:  "It  is  the  policy  of  this  Government  to  take  all  measures  within 

its  power  to  rescue  the  victims  of  enemy  oppression  who  are  in  imminent  dan¬ 
ger  of  death  and  otherwise  to  afford  such  victims  all  possible  relief  and 
assistance  consistent  with  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war." 

The  Board  was  composed  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  and  was  made  directly  responsible 
to  the  President.  John  W,  Pehle ,  Assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury,  was  appointed  Executive  Director  of  the  Board.  Upon  his  resignation 
on  January  27,  1945,  he  was  succeeded  by  Brig.  Gen.  William  O' Dwyer,  who 
served  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Board  until  its  dissolution  on  September 
15,  1945. 

Special  Representatives  served  the  Board  in  the  strategic  areas  of 
Turkey,  Switzerland,  Sweden,  Portugal,  Great  Britain,  Italy,  and  North 
Africa.  These  representatives  were  accorded  diplomatic  status  and  desig¬ 
nated  as  special  attaches  on  war  refugee  matters  to  the  respective  United 
States  legations  or  embassies  by  the  Department  of  State.  The  Board  oper¬ 
ated  with  a  Washington  staff  which  never  exceeded  30  employees,  utilizing 
to  the  extent  possible  the  personnel,  supplies,  and  services  of  the  State, 
'War,  and  Treasury  Departments. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  included  "the  development  of  plans  and  pro¬ 
grams  and  the  inauguration  of  effective  measures  for  (a)  the  rescue,  trans¬ 
portation,  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  victims  of  enemy  oppression,  and 
(b)  the  establishment  of  havens  of  temporary  refuge  for  such  victims." 

In  carrying  out  these  functions  the  Board  enlisted  the  cooperation  of 
foreign  governments  and  international  refugee  and  rescue  organizations. 

The  strategic  neutral  countries  of  Switzerland,  Sweden,  and  Turkey  were  of 
particular  importance  to  the  success  of  the  Board’s  work  and  served  as  bases 
of  operation  for  the  rescue  and  relief  program.  The  Vatican  rendered  in¬ 
valuable  assistance  to  the  Board  both  as  a  channel  of  communication  into 
enemy  territory  and  as  a  means  of  rendering  direct  aid  to  the  persecuted  in 
Nazi  hands.  The  cooperation  of  the  Intergovernmental  Committee  on  Refugees, 
the  United  Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administration,  and  the  Inter¬ 
national  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  was  obtained  in  rehabilitating  and  re¬ 
settling  refugees,  finding  temporary  shelters  for  rescued  victims,  trans¬ 
porting  these  victims  to  the  shelters  and  providing  for  their  maintenance 
in  transit,  and  making  official  Board  relief  deliveries  inside  enemy  ter¬ 
ritory. 

The  3oard  worked  closely  with  private  United  States  relief  agencies 
in  formulating,  financing,  and  executing  plans  and  projects.  A  Treasury 
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Department  licensing  policy  of  permitting  established  private  agencies  to 
transfer  funds  from  the  United  States  to  their  representatives  in  neutral 
countries  aided  in  financing  the  rescue  of  persecuted  peoples  living  under 
Nazi  control.  Under  this  licensing  policy  necessary  communication  could  be 
made  with  persons  in  enemy  territory  and  rescue  operations  could  be  financed 
under  certain  controls  designed  to  bring  no  financial  benefit  to  the  enemy. 
Approximately  20  million  dollars  in  private  funds  were  made  available  in  this 
way.  The  Board  obtained  blockade  clearances  for  food  shipments  of  private 
relief  agencies  for  distribution  by  the  International  Red  Cross  to  detainees 
in  German  concentration  camps  and  supplemented  these  private  projects  with 
a  food-parcel  program  of  its  own  financed  from  the  emergency  funds  of  the 
President. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board  refugee  camps  were  prepared  in  North 
Africa,  one  at  Fedala,  near  Casablanca,  and  one  at  Philippeville ;  and  safe 
haven  was  arranged  in  Palestine,  Switzerland,  and  Sweden.  In  the  United 
States  refuge  for  1,000  refugees  permitted  to  enter  outside  the  immigration 
laws  was  provided  at  a  haven  known  as  the  Emergency  Refugee  Shelter,  estab¬ 
lished  at  Fort  Ontario,  Oswego,  N.  Y. 

With  the  close  of  the  war  in  Europe,  the  work  of  the  Board  was  at  an 
end.  By  the  terms  of  Executive  Order  No.  9614  the  Board  was  abolished  on 
September  15,  1945.  The  Foreign  Funds  Control  in  the  Treasury  Department 
was  assigned  the  task  of  liquidating  the  agency. 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  consist  of  the 
correspondence,  memoranda,  reports,  indexes,  and  related  papers  pertaining 
to  the  policies,  programs,  and  operations  of  the  War  Refugee  Board  that 
are  in  the  National  Archives  in  Record  Group  220,  Records  of  Presidential 
Committees,  Commissions,  and  Boards.  Totaling  43  cubic  feet  in  volume, 
they  constitute  all  the  extant  records  of  the  Board  with  the  exception  of 
certain  files  that  were  turned  over  to  the  War  Department  for  use  in  the 
United  Nations  war  crimes  prosecution;  individual  personnel  folders,  person¬ 
nel  investigation  reports,  and  salary  record  cards  in  the  Federal  Records 
Center  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ;  and  a  small  amount  of  correspondence  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  as  part  of  Record  Group  210,  Records  of  the  War  Relocation 
Authority,  relating  to  proposed  refugee  shelters  and  the  Fort  Ontario 
Emergency  Refugee  Shelter.  The  records  may  not  be  examined  by  any  person 
except  by  permission  of  the  State  Department.

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary”  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 
indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (19^8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Govern¬ 
ments  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
Forty  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  India, 
have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  described 
in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records,  1917- 
1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal  Records 
of  World  Yfcr  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research  value 
have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as 
a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  ,3,500  rolls  of  these  mi¬ 
crofilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  uncontrolled  and  uncoordinated  growth  of  American  cities  has  pro¬ 
duced  many  economic,  social,  and  physical  maladjustments,  which  in  turn 
resulted  in  the  early  years  of  the  twentieth  century  in  an  awareness  of  the 
need  for  city  planning.  Beginning  with  Daniel  Burnham's  classical  analysis 
of  how  Chicago  grew,  many  of  the  major  cities  undertook  studies  of  their 
growth  and  structure  with  a  view  to  the  correction,  if  possible,  of  exist¬ 
ing  weaknesses  and  the  avoidance  of  future  pitfalls.  Among  these  are  New 
York,  the  tri-State  area  of  which  Philadelphia  is  the  nucleus,  the  metro¬ 
politan  area  centering  in  the  District  of  Columbia  (building  on  L'Enf ant's 
vision  of  a  century  before),  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  San  Francisco,  and  Los 
Angeles.  In  all  these  studies  the  synoptic  approach  provided  by  maps  has 
been  paramount.  This  is  equally  true  of  the  surveys  made  by  Federal  agen¬ 
cies  in  the  time  of  economic  stress  in  the  1930's.  Many  of  the  maps  re¬ 
sulting  from  these  surveys  are  dealt  with  in  this  inventory. 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  comprise  the  separately  main¬ 
tained  cartographic  and  related  records  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administra¬ 
tion  for  the  period  1931;  to  19U2 ,  now  in  the  National  Archives.  The  Fed¬ 
eral  Housing  Administration  (also  referred  to  as  the  FHA)  was  established 
by  the  National  Housing  Act,  approved  June  27,  193U  (U8  Stat.  12l±6).  Its 
primary  purposes  were  to  stabilize  the  housing  market  and  to  improve  hous¬ 
ing  conditions.  Authority  for  its  map-making  activities  was  derived  from 
section  209  of  the  National  Housing  Act,  which  provided  that  the  Federal 
Housing  Administrator  "shall  cause  to  be  made  such  statistical  surveys  and 
legal  and  economic  studies  as  he  shall  deem  useful  to  guide  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  housing  and  the  creation  of  a  sound  mortgage  market  in  the  United 
States,  and  shall  publish  from  time  to  time  the  results  of  such  surveys 
and  studies."  The  Division  of  Economics  and  Statistics  was  established 
in  the  FHA  to  make  the  surveys  and  publish  the  results. 

The  separate  cartographic  and  related  records  of  the  FHA  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  National  Archives  in  1951  without  previous  screening.  Al¬ 
though  they  had  been  arranged  by  the  FHA  in  the  early  19h0*s,  they  had 
been  used  infrequently  for  several  years  before  their  transfer  and  had 
become  disarranged.  Duplicates  of  record  maps,  blank  maps,  work  maps, 
and  maps  issued  by  other  agencies  and  used  for  reference  purposes  not 
directly  bearing  upon  FHA  studies  were  segregated  by  the  National  Archives 
and  disposed  of  as  nonrecord  items. 

The  permanent  record  maps  were  divided  into  three  classes:  adminis¬ 
trative  maps,  statistical  maps  and  graphs,  and  city  maps.  There  are  rel¬ 
atively  few  maps  in  the  first  two  classes.  They  were  prepared  to  describe 
the  problems  and  projects  of  tne  FHA  and  to  show  the  jurisdictions  of  its 
regional  offices;  they  were  usually  used  to  illustrate  publications  or  as 
parts  of  exhibits.  The  city  maps  are  composed  largely  of  Real  Property 
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Survey  maps  and  Housing  Market  Analysis  maps.  The  former  were  made  to 
present  graphically  the  statistical  data  obtained  for  each  city  studied. 

A  limited  number  of  these  maps  were  made  for  distribution  to  the  city  gov¬ 
ernment,  other  public  agencies,  and  individuals  and  business  firms  inter¬ 
ested  in  particular  aspects  of  the  city's  development.  The  FHA  sometimes 
reproduced  these  maps  to  illustrate  its  publications  describing  housing, 
urban  growth,  city  development,  and  its  own  activities.  The  maps  prepared 
for  the  Housing  Market  Analyses  served  primarily  as  reference  material  in 
the  routine  activities  of  the  FHA;  nevertheless  they  were  frequently  used 
to  illustrate  publications. 

Each  group  of  closely  related  administrative  and  statistical  maps  is 
described  in  one  entry  of  this  inventory.  Sufficient  detail  is  given  in 
each  entry  to  enable  the  reader  to  determine  whether  the  records  might  be 
of  interest  to  him.  The  city  maps  are  arranged  by  State  and  thereunder  by 
city,  and  the  maps  relating  to  each  city  are  described  in  one  entry.  The 
dates  shown  in  parentheses  in  the  titles  of  each  entry  relate  to  the  data 
on  the  maps  rather  than  the  dates  when  the  maps  were  prepared.  A  descrip¬ 
tive  card  has  been  prepared  for  each  map,  and  a  microfilm  copy  of  the  re¬ 
sulting  catalog  may  be  purchased  from  the  National  Archives. 

The  maps  described  in  the  inventory  are  a  part  of  Record  Group  31, 
Records  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administration.  They  number  1,053  and 
amount  to  about  35  cubic  feet  in  volume.  A  comparison  of  the  descriptive 
card  catalog  prepared  by  the  FHA  when  the  maps  were  in  active  use  with  the 
maps  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  indicates  that  many  maps  had 
been  removed  from  the  files  and  not  returned.  Their  whereabouts  is  not 
known.  Cartographic  records  that  are  physically  a  part  of  the  tabulations 
and  reports  of  the  Real  Property  Surveys  and  of  other  textual  records  have 
not  been  removed  from  those  records  and  hence  are  not  described  in  this 
inventory.  They  are  in  the  custody  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administration. 

Valuable  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this  inventory  was  furnished 
by  Miss  Tilloah  Squires,  chief  librarian  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administra¬ 
tion,  and  Mr.  George  Morris,  formerly  Chief  of  the  Clerical  and  Drafting 
Unit,  Division  of  Economics  and  Statistics,  Federal  Housing  Administration. 
Mr.  Morris  is  employed  as  Chief  of  the  Drafting,  Reproduction,  and  Map 
Files  Subsection,  Division  of  Geography,  Bureau  of  the  Census.

They  were 
annotated  to  show  the  FHA  administrative  regions  into  which  the  country 
was  subdivided,  and  as  changes  were  made  in  the  regions  new  maps  were  pre¬ 
pared.  This  class  also  includes  maps  that  give  such  information  as  the 
location  of  housing  areas  or  of  Housing  Market  Analyses.

City  Maps  and  Related  Records 

The  cartographic  records  of  the  Real  Property  Surveys  are  by  far  the 
most  numerous  of  the  records  described  in  this  inventory.  The  Real 


Property  Surveys  were  large-scale  undertakings  of  the  years  193U-39.  They 
were  made  (1)  to  give  a  picture  of  urban  housing  conditions  at  a  time  when 
there  was  a  recognized  need  for  more  adequate  housing  and  (2)  to  supply  re¬ 
search  and  other  jobs  for  unemployed  white-collar  workers. 

Prior  to  1935  there  had  been  no  standardized  real  property  inventory  or 
survey.  The  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  had  sponsored  the  making  of  surveys  by  the  Civil  Works  Agency  in 
selected  cities,  and  several  State  and  city  governments  had  authorized 
local  inventories  of  real  property.  The  FHA  acquired  the  data  from  these 
surveys  and  recorded  them  on  large-scale,  cadastral-type,  city  block  maps, 
which  were  usually  furnished  by  the  engineers  of  the  cities  surveyed. 
Therefore  most  of  the  map  records  containing  193h  survey  data  are  the  car¬ 
tographic  work  of  the  FHA,  although  the  data  had  been  collected  by  other 
agencies . 

In  1935  the  Division  of  Economics  and  Statistics,  with  the  help  of  such 
other  Government  agencies  as  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the  Central  Statis¬ 
tical  Board,  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  Board,  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administration,  and  the  Housing  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Administration 
evolved  a  standard  procedure  for  conducting  Real  Property  Surveys.  A  state 
ment  of  this  procedure  was  compiled,  published,  and  distributed  to  the  FHA 
field  offices  to  train  personnel  in  making  the  surveys.  The  data  gathered 
during  these  later  surveys,  sponsored  generally  by  the  local  city  govern¬ 
ment  and  administered  by  Work  Projects  Administration  personnel,  were 
placed  on  large-scale,  cadastral-type,  city  block  maps.  Although  the  FHA 
had  no  authority  over  the  surveys  other  than  to  lend  technical  assistance 
as  the  need  arose,  it  received  copies  of  the  maps  prepared.  The  maps  are 
therefore  not  a  direct  product  of  the  FHA,  but  their  use  in  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  FHA  and  their  frequent  incorporation  as  parts  of  official 
reports  indicate  that  they  should  be  considered  part  of  the  permanent  rec¬ 
ords  of  the  FHA. 

Several  types  of  maps  are  found  among  the  Real  Property  Survey  maps. 

The  identification  and  block-data  maps  are  basic  to  each  survey.  In  many 
of  the  selected  city  surveys  more  detailed  maps  were  prepared,  such  as 
land-use,  land-coverage,  and  presentation  or  analytical  maps  (see  glossary 
for  a  more  detailed  description  of  these  maps).  Copies  of  the  maps  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  surveys  were  sometimes  bound  together  in  volumes  and  distrib¬ 
uted  to  interested  parties.  Much  of  the  information  assembled  by  the  sur¬ 
veys  was  used  in  FHA  publications  relating  to  housing.  The  cartographic 
records  in  the  National  Archives  do  not  represent  the  total  number  pre¬ 
pared  for  each  city  for  which  a  survey  was  made,  for  there  is  evidence 
that  many  such  maps  were  borrowed  and  not  returned  to  the  files  in  the  FHA. 

In  selected  cities  special  studies  were  conducted,  either  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  FHA  or  the  State  or  local  government,  which  supple¬ 
mented  the  Real  Property  Surveys  by  depicting  the  characteristics  of  the 
city,  by  presenting  problems  occurring  in  that  area,  or  by  furnishing  more 
detailed  information  of  a  specialized  nature.  Maps  resulting  from  such 
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Alabama 


studies  include  those  showing  the  growth  of  built-up  areas,  the  growth  of 
transportation,  the  location  of  new  houses  for  certain  periods  of  time, 
the  location  of  delinquents  or  of  diseases,  and  the  changes  in  population 
for  certain  periods  of  time. 

The  Housing  Market  Analysis  maps,  which  make  up  most  of  the  other  city 
maps  described  in  this  inventory,  were  compiled  and  published  from  1937  to 
19U2.  Unlike  the  Real  Property  Surveys,  which  were  discontinued  in  the 
early  19^0' s,  the  Housing  Market  Analyses  continue  to  be  made  by  the  FHA. 
The  maps  compiled  since  19U2,  however,  remain  in  the  custody  of  that 
agency.  The  Housing  Market  Analyses  were  made  to  show  the  areas  around 
selected  cities  in  which  it  was  financially  "safe"  to  underwrite  mortgages* 
Major  defense  areas  were  included,  usually  by  means  of  an  overlay,  on  maps 
prepared  in  19h0  and  later.  Each  Housing  Market  Analysis  included  a  map 
showing  the  housing  market  area,  and  sore  analyses  included  supplemental 
maps  showing  commutation  time,  main  highways  and  their  condition,  and 
major  defense  areas. 

The  Real  Property  Survey  maps,  the  Housing  Market  Analysis  maps,  and  a 
few  related  maps  have  been  grouped  together  and  are  arranged  alphabeti¬ 
cally  by  State  and  within  the  State  by  city,  county,  or  other  political 
unit.  They  are  described  in  the  following  pages  in  the  same  order*  The 
maps  relating  to  each  city  are  listed  under  the  name  of  the  city.  The 
map  at  the  end  of  the  inventory  shows  the  cities  for  which  there  are  maps, 
numbered  to  correspond  to  the  entry  numbers  in  the  inventory.  Unless 
otherwise  stated  the  maps  are  printed. 

Real  Property  Survey  maps  prepared  for  a  number  of  urban  areas  in 
Georgia  were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  as  part  of  the  records 
of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Descriptions  of  these  maps  have  been 
included  in  this  inventory,  but  they  are  enclosed  in  brackets  and  are 
unnumbered  since  the  maps  are  part  of  Record  Group  69,  Records  of  the  Work 
Projects  Administration*

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Analytical  maps  -  race  of  households  Maps  on  which  the  percent  of  persons 
or  households  of  a  race  other,  than  white  is  shown  by  blocks.  * 

Analytical  maps  -  sanitation:  Maps  on  which  the  percent  of  dwelling  units 
with  designated  sanitary  facilities  is  shown  by  blocks.  These  sanitary 
facilities  may  be  represented  by  private  toilets  and  baths  or  simply  by 
private  toilets.  3 

Annotated  maps:  Printed  or  photoreproduced  maps  upon  which  additional 
information  has  been  added  by  hand. 

Average  rent  maps:  Maps  on  which  the  average  rent  of  all  dwelling  units  is 
shown  by  blocks.  3 

Average  rental  areas  maps:  Maps  on  which  the  average  rental  of  the  dwell¬ 
ings  of  the  city  is  shown  by  areas. 

Bar  graph:  A  diagram  showing  certain  measurable  information  by  means  of 
horizontal  or  vertical  bars  that  are  of  a  length  proportionate  to  the 
quantity  on  a  chosen  scale. 

Base  maps:  Prepared  maps  used  as  a  base  for  applying  information  of  a  more 
specialized  nature  either  by  hand  or  by  overprinting. 

Blighted  area:  An  area  which  has  become  an  economic  liability  to  a  city. 

The  term  is  broader  than  "slum"  and  is  not  limited  to r esidential 
areas,  h 

Block-data  maps:  City  maps  on  which  factors  relating  to  housing  are  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  series  of  figures  for  each  block.  The  series  of  figures, 
as  established  by  the  standard  technique  surveys  beginning  in  1935, 
show  average  monthly  rent,  total  number  of  dwelling  units,  percent  of 
residential  structures  needing  major  repairs  or  unfit  for  use,  number 
of  structures  used  for  business  purposes,  percent  of  dwelling  units  with 
no  private  toilet  and  bath,  and  percent  of  households  of  a  race  other 
than  white.  In  some  cases  the  blocks  are  tinted  to  indicate  the  average 
rental.  ^

The  streets 
are  usually  indicated  by  double  lines  and  alleys  are  shewn  if  houses 
face  upon  them.

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the 
Federal  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one 
of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding 
aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first 
step  in  the  records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  inventories  of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which 
the  holdings  of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 


These  inventories  are  called  ’’preliminary"  because  they  are  pro¬ 
visional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 
indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 


Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment's  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
Forty  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  India, 
have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  described 
in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records,  1917-1921, 
and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal  Records  of 
World  'War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research  value 
have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as 
a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of  these 
microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of  the 
National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Price  Decontrol  Board  was  created  by  the  Price  Control  Exten¬ 
sion  Act  of  1946,  approved  July  25,  1946  (60  Stat.  669).  The  Stabili¬ 
zation  Act  of  1942,  under  which  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  (OPA) 
functioned,  had  expired  on  July  1;  the  new  act  revived  and  prolonged 
OPA's  existence,  calling  for  its  termination  "as  rapidly  as  possible” 
and  "in  no  event  later  than  June  30,  1947."  The  intermediate  period  was 
deemed  a  "transition  period,"  and  Congress  declared  that  for  this  period 
"rapid  attainment  of  production  equal  to  the  public  demand"  was  necessary 
to  prevent  inflation  and  to  make  possible  a  successful  transitition  to  a 
peacetime  economy,  that  unnecessary  controls  and  subsidies  would  tend  to 
prevent  the  attainment  of  these  goals,  and  that  adequate  prices  were 
necessary  to  their  attainment. 

The  new  Price  Decontrol  Board  was  not  a  part  of  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration,  but  an  independent  body  of  three  members  appointed  by 
the  President  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  Board's  functions 
were  (l)  to  determine  whether  price  controls  should  be  reimposed  after 
August  20,  1946,  on  grain,  livestock,  and  cottonseed,  soybean,  and  dairy 
products;  (2)  to  pass  upon  any  proposal  that  might  be  made  by  the  Price 
Administrator  or  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  reimposing  of 
controls  on  commodities  that  had  been  decontrolled;  and  (3)  to  review, 
on  appeal,  petitions  for  decontrol  of  commodities  that  had  been  present¬ 
ed  by  the  Industry  Advisory  Board  of  the  OPA  to  the  Price  Administrator 
or  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  had  been  denied. 

On  July  30,  1946,  President  Truman  appointed  the  three  members  of 
the  Price  Decontrol  Board*  Roy  L.  Thompson,  president  of  the  Federal 
Land  Bank  of  New  Orleans,  was  appointed  Chairman;,  and  Daniel  W.  Bell, 
president  of  the  American  Security  and  Trust  Company  and  former  Under¬ 
secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  George  N.  Mead,  chairman  of  the  board  of 
the  Mead  Corporation  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  were  named  as  the  other  members  of 
the  Board. 

Until  August  12  the  efforts  of  the  Board  were  devoted  to  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  hearings  on  the  reimposition  of  price  controls  on  grain, 
livestock,  and  cottonseed,  soybean,  and  dairy  products.  The  hearings 
took  place  from  August  12  to  15.  On  August  20  the  Board  announced  its 
decision  to  place  again  under  price  control  livestock  and  soybean  and 
cottonseed  products,  and  to  leave  free  from  control  dairy  products  and 
almost  all  grains.  After  August  20  the  Board  watched  over  the  prices  of

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grain  and  dairy  products,  serving  a  "Show  Cause  Order"  on  the  producers 
of  dairy  products  four  times.  When  on  October  14,  1946,  the  President 
decontrolled  meat  an  accelerated  general  decontrol  program  followed. 

The  Board  then  announced  that  it  would  not  again  place  dairy  products 
under  price  control.  This  was  the  Board*s  last  decision. 

On  October  30  the  Price  Decontrol  Board  received  its  first  petition 
for  decontrol,  from  the  Groundwood  Speciality  Paper  Industry.  Hie  Board 
appointed  November  13  for  the  hearing  of  the  case,  but  on  November  10 
President  Truman  announced  the  decontrol  of  prices  on  all  commodities 
except  rice,  sugar,  and  rent.  The  grounds  for  the  petition  were  thus 
removed  and  the  Board  dismissed  the  case.  From  that  time  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  Price  Decontrol  Board  were  restricted  to  routine  liquidating 
matters.  On  December  31,  1946,  the  Board  placed  its  remaining  adminis¬ 
trative  affairs  and  its  records  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasury  Department 
for  liquidation.  In  January  1948  the  records  were  transferred  to  the 
National  Archives. 

The  records  of  the  Price  Decontrol  Board  comprise  Record  Group  251. 
The  following  inventory  describes  all  of  the  Board's  records  that  are 
in  the  National  Archives,  but  does  not  include  the  personnel  records, 
which  are  in  the  Federal  Records  Center  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Records  of 
the  Board  in  the  National  Archives  amount  to  9  cubic  feet;  those  in  the 
Records  Center,  less  than  1  cubic  foot.  Related  records  are  in  Record 
Group  188,  Records  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  and  in  Record 
Group  250,  Records  of  the  Office  of  War  Mobilization  and  Reconversion. 

The  original  draft  of  this  inventory  was  prepared  as  a  term  paper 
by  James  J.  Fleischmann  in  August  1948  while  he  was  a  student  in  the 
class  in  the  preservation  and  administration  of  archives  offered  by 
American  University.  The  paper  was  later  revised  by  Victor  Gondos,  Jr., 
a  member  of  the  National  Archives  staff.

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the 
Federal  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one 
of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding 
aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first 
step  in  the  records-de script! on  program  is  the  compilation  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  inventories  of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which 
the  holdings  of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  pro¬ 
visional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 


Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  by  given  in  appendixes. 

V<hen  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  “preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 
indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Govern¬ 
ment*  s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
Forty- two  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  Yvorld  Yiar  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  Vnorld  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921, and  those  of  World  V«ar  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal 
Records  of  Yvorld  ¥»ar  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  re¬ 
search  value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on 
microfilm  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls 
of  these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies 
of  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  to  Investigate  the  National  De¬ 
fense  Program  was  created  by  Senate  Resolution  71,  Seventy-seventh  Con¬ 
gress,  first  session,  which  was  agreed  to  on  March  1,  1941.  Ihe  reso¬ 
lution  provided  that 

a  special  committee  of  seven  Senators,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Senate,  is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  a  full  and  com¬ 
plete  study  and  investigation  of  the  operation  of  the  program  for  the 
procurement  and  construction  of  supplies,  materials,  munitions,  vehi¬ 
cles,  aircraft,  vessels,  plants,  camps,  and  other  articles  and  facili¬ 
ties  in  connection  with  the  national  defense,  including  (l)  the  types 
and  terms  of  contracts  awarded  on  behalf  of  the  United  States;  (2)  the 
methods  by  which  such  contracts  are  awarded  and  contractors  selected; 

(3)  the  utilization  of  the  facilities  of  small  business  concerns, 
through  subcontracts  or  otherwise;  (4)  the  geographic  distribution  of 
contracts  and  location  of  plants  and  facilities;  (5)  the  effect  of 
such  program  with  respect  to  labor  and  the  migration  of  labor;  (6)  the 
performance  of  contracts  and  the  accountings  required  of  contractors; 

(7)  benefits  accruing  to  contractors  with  respect  to  amortization  for 
the  purposes  of  taxation  or  otherwise;  (8)  practices  of  management  or 
labor,  and  prices,  fees,  and  charges,  which  interfere  vdth  such  pro¬ 
gram  or  unduly  increase  its  cost;  and  (9)  such  other  matters  as  the 
committee  deems  appropriate.  The  committee  shall  report  to  the  Senate, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  the  results  of  its  study  and  investigation, 
together  with  its  recommendations. 

On  March  8,  1941,  the  Vice  President  appointed  Senators  Harry  S.  Truman, 
Carl  Hayden,  Tom  Connally,  James  M.  Mead,  Mon  C.  V.allgren,  Joseph  H.  Ball, 
and  Owen  Brewster  as  members  of  the  committee.  On  October  16,  1941,  the 
membership  was  increased  to  10.  A  total  of  23  members  of  the  Senate 
served  on  the  committee^  as  the  result  of  resignations  or  expirations  of 
terms.  Harry  S.  Truman  served  as  the  committee's  first  chairman  until  his 
resignation  from  the  committee  on  August  3,  1944*  He  was  succeeded  as 
chairman  by  Senators  Mead,  Kilgore,  and  Brewster  in  turn.  Hugh  A.  Fulton 
became  the  committee's  first  chief  counsel  and  was  succeeded  in  that  posi¬ 
tion  by  Rudolph  Halley,  George  Meader,  and  William  P.  Rogers  in  the  order 
named.  Matthew  J.  Connelly  was  the  committee's  first  chief  investigator 
and  was  succeeded  by  Harold  G.  Robinson,  Francis  D.  Flanagan,  Wilbur  D. 
Sparks,  and  Franklin  Parks. 

Although  the  committee  was  given  broad  authority  to  investigate  the  na¬ 
tional  defense  program,  it  confined  its  activities  to  the  study  and  expose 
of  deficiencies  and  weaknesses  of  production  and  procurement  and  did  not

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attempt  to  investigate  matters  pertaining  to  war  strategy  and  tactics, 
which  the  committee  felt  to  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  House 
and  Senate  committees  on  military  affairs  and  naval  affairs. 

The  committee  functioned  not  only  before  and  during  the  period  of  the 
United  States’  participation  in  Y<orld  War  II,  but  also  after  the  close 
of  the  war.  Its  work  was  divided  into  two  general  phases.  Ihe  first  cov¬ 
ered  the  pre-Pearl  Harbor  and  war  periods  and  was  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  daily  operation  of  the  national  defense  program  for  the  purpose  of 
exposing  deficiencies  so  that  corrective  action  could  be  taken.  Ihe  sec¬ 
ond  covered  the  postwar  period  and  was  devoted  to  a  study  of  excess  prof¬ 
its,  fraud,  mismanagement,  and  inefficiency  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war 
so  that  present  and  future  national  defense  programs  could  be  improved. 

Ihe  Final  He port  of  the  committee  (pt.  6  of  S.  Rept.  440,  80th  Cong., 

2nd  sess.J  states: 

In  the  months  before  Pearl  Harbor,  the  committee  was  principally 
concerned  with  investigating  and  calling  to  official  attention  the 
problems  of  stock  piling  strategic  minerals  and  materials,  the  con¬ 
version  of  heavy  industry  to  defense  production,  the  utilization  of 
small  business  facilities,  the  construction  of  camps  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  our  soldiers,  the  location  and  construction  of  camps  for  ex¬ 
panding  defense  industries,  the  housing  of  defense  workers,  ship¬ 
building  and  defense  contracts. 

Following  our  entrance  into  the  war,  the  committee’s  main  inter¬ 
est  was  centered  on  the  administration  of  the  war-production  pro¬ 
gram.  Ihe  committee  was  especially  interested  in  the  over-all 
program  of  coordinating  such  vitally  important  elements  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  as  manpower,  steel,  aircraft,  shipbuilding,  rubber,  farm  mach¬ 
inery,  and  transportation.  The  committee's  attention  was  also  di¬ 
rected  to  the  problem  of  keeping  down  the  costs  and  profits  of  war 
through  proper  contract  procedures  and  through  the  renegotiation  of 
war  contracts.  In  time  of  war  Congress  must,  of  necessity,  appro¬ 
priate  almost  unlimited  funds  and  grant  the  broadest  powers  to  the 
executive  branch.  Under  such  circumstances  there  are  bound  to  be 
excesses  and  irregularities  in  the  operation  of  executive  agencies* 

It  has  been  the  experience  of  this  committee  that  the  executive 
agencies  cannot  be  depended  upon  for  self-policing.  It  must  be 
expected  that  persons  in  administrative  positions  in  Government 
agencies  have  a  natural  disinclination  to  criticize  or  find  fault 
with  their  own  actions  or  the  actions  of  others  in  their  department. 

It  is  therefore  believed  that  the  prudent  use  of  the  investigatory 
power  of  Congress  constitutes  the  best  means  of  checking  into  the 
extensive  wartime  operations  of  the  executive  departments. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1943 >  the  committee  began  to  give  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  problems  of  war  production  cut-backs  and  reconversion 
planning  which  became  more  and  more  important  as  our  armed  forces 
began  to  overcome  the  enemy.  As  the  end  of  the  war  drew  near  the 
committee  gave  particular  attention  to  reconversion  problems  arfd

the  problems  involved  in  the  accumulation  and  disposal  of  war 
surpluses  both  here  and  abroad.

However,  soon  after  the  end  of  the  war  there  was  a  gradual 
change  in  the  functions  of  the  committee  as  it  began  to  move  into 
the  second  phase  of  its  work.  With  the  end  of  the  war,  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  war  production  became  a  thing  of  the  past  and  as  the  Na¬ 
tion  was  gradually  solving  its  reconversion  problems  activities 
in  that  field  began  to  taper  off.  The  committee  believed,  how¬ 
ever,  that  there  was  still  much  valuable  information  which  could 
be  learned  from  an  examination  of  our  wartime  activities.  .  .  . 

Ihe  primary  postwar  function  of  the  committee,  in  conducting  such 
investigations,  was  to  obtain  concrete  information  for  the  purpose 
of  making  recommendations  for  the  improvement  and  strengthening  of 
our  present  and  future  national  defense  programs.  In  carrying  out 
this  function,  the  committee  conceived  one  of  its  duties  to  be  the 
discovery  and  exposure  of  corruption  and  mismanagement  in  the  war- 
production  program. 

The  committee  confined  its  work  to  specific  cases  and  avoided  the  gen¬ 
eral  or  survey  type  of  investigation.  Hearings  were  preceded  by  prelim¬ 
inary  investigations  which  were  conducted  to  discover  whether  the  matter 
under  investigation  warranted  further  action.  In  this  way,  many  need¬ 
less  hearings  were  avoided. 

Private  and  public  hearings  were  held  in  Washington  and  in  the  field. 
Private  or  executive  hearings  were  held  in  those  cases  in  which  the  di 
vulgence  of  information  would  have  been  inimical  to  national  security  or 
in  which  the  disclosure  of  apparent  irregularities  might  have  resulted 
in  injury  to  persons  whose  innocence  was  established  without  further  in¬ 
vestigation.  Ihe  committee  held  432  public  hearings,  at  which  1,798 
witnesses  appeared.  Ihe  committee  also  held  approximately  300  private 
hearings  and,  in  addition,  it  checked  into  several  hundred  cases  by 
means  of  correspondence  and  conferences. 

Authority  of  the  commit tee  to  conduct  investigations  and  to  hold  hear¬ 
ings  ceased  on  January  31,  1948.  On  January  23,  1948,  an  order  of  the 
Senate  continued  the  committee  for  1  month  for  the  purpose  of  filing  re¬ 
ports.  Subsequent  orders  of  the  Senate  continued  the  committee  until 
April  29,  1948.  On  April  30,  Senators  Hatch  and  Pepper  were  granted  an 
extension  until  May  15  for  the  purpose  of  filing  minority  reports.  Ihis 
consent  was  later  extended  and  parts  3a  and  3b  of  Senate  Report  440, 
Eightieth  Congress,  second  session,  were  filed  on  May  17  and  part  4a  was 
filed  on  May  18.  A  final  extension  of  2  weeks  was  granted  Senator  Brew¬ 
ster  on  May  28,  and  the  authority  of  the  committee  expired  on  June  11,  1948. 

The  committee  was  not  empowered  to  report  any  of  its  findings  by  bill; 
nor  was  it  authorized  to  receive,  consider,  or  report  on  any  proposed 
legislation.  Its  sole  function  was  to  conduct  investigations  of  matters 
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relating  to  the  defense  program  and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  Senate. 
The  records  of  the  committee  are  grouped  according  to  five  major  headings 
designated  as  (1)  Administrative  Records,  (2)  Operational  Records,  (3) 
Records  of  Hearings,  (4)  Records  Relating  to  the  Preparation  of  Committee 
Reports,  and  (5)  Public  Relations  Records.  Each  series  title  is  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  number  with  one  of  the  following  prefixes:  AD  (for  "admin¬ 
istrative"),  OP  (for  "operational” ),  HE  (for  "hearings”),  RE  (for  "re¬ 
ports"),  and  PR  (for  "public  relations").  This  system  of  numbering  is 
useful  in  quickly  identifying  the  group  to  which  a  series  belongs  and 
in  making  reference  to  supplemental  information  in  the  appendixes. 

"Administrative  Records"  (AD-1  through  AD-8)  are  confined  to  matters 
relating  to  the  general  management  of  the  committee  and  consist  chiefly 
of  correspondence,  memoranda,  reports,  ledgers,  time  sheets,  bills, 
vouchers,  and  other  records  pertaining  to  personnel  matters,  office  pro¬ 
cedures,  staff  assignments,  allocations  and  expenditures  of  funds,  prog¬ 
ress  of  assigned  projects,  and  other  matters  of  an  administrative  nature. 
The  series  represent  the  types  of  records  concerned. 

"Operational  Records"  (OP-1  through  OP-68)  comprise  95  percent  of  the 
total  volume  of  records  of  the  committee  and  represent  the  core  of  the 
committee's  authorized  activities.  Most  of  the  records  in  this  group 
are  original  records  that  have  not  been  printed.  They  consist  of  cor¬ 
respondence,  memoranda,  departmental  reports,  charts,  tables,  notes, 
copies  of  hearings  of  other  committees  and  agencies,  contracts,  exhibits, 
agency  press  releases,  clippings,  and  any  other  records  that  supplied 
important  information.  As  many  of  the  investigations  made  resulted  from 
the  numerous  complaints  received  by  the  committee,  the  series  entitled 
"Complaints"  has  been  described  at  the  beginning  of  this  group  as  OP-1. 
The  series  entitled  "Outgoing  correspondence"  (OP-2)  and  Interoffice 
memoranda"  (OP-3),  for  the  most  part,-  represent  the  next  step  in  the 
development  of  particular  investigations  or  inquiries.  The  series  en¬ 
titled  "Records  resulting  from  minor  investigations"  (OP-4)  contains  rec¬ 
ords  relating  to  specific  inquiries  of  more  or  less  minor  importance.  As 
subjects  developed,  certain  executive  agencies  of  outstanding  importance 
in  the  defense  program  became  concerned  or  involved  and  the  records  re¬ 
lating  to  these  agencies  follow  next (OP-5  through  OP-8).  As  the  initial 
investigation  of  a  specific  subject  developed  into  one  of  major  impor¬ 
tance,  a  separate  series  relating  to  that  subject  was  created  (OP-9 
through  OP-68).  Numbers  were  originally  assigned  in  accordance  with 
their  physical  arrangement  in  the  committee  room,  but  as  time  went  on, 
numbers  were  assigned  in  the  order  in  which  new  investigations  developed. 

"Records  of  Hearings"  (HE-1  through  HE-5)  represent,  essentially,  a 
part  of  the  committee's  substantive  operations,  but,  unlike  the  "Opera¬ 
tional  Records,"  they  consist  largely  of  records  of  public  hearings  and 
as  such  were  intended  for  printing  and  public  distribution.  That  fact, 
coupled  with  their  outstanding  interest,  importance,  and  volume,  dictated 
that  they  be  placed  in  a  separate  group.  Also  included  are  transcripts 
of  executive  hearings,  which  were  not  printed,  some  digests  of  hearings, 
and  some  weekly  indexes  of  proceedings.  The  series  represent  either  the 
nature  of  the  hearings  or  the  type  of  record  concerned. 
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"Records  Relating  to  the  Preparation  of  Committee  Reports"  (RE-1 
through  RE-6)  also  represent  a  part  of  the  committee's  substantive 
activities,  but,  like  the  "Records  of  Hearings,"  consist  largely  of  rec¬ 
ords  that  were  intended  for  printing  and  public  distribution.  They  have 
been  placed,  therefore,  in  a  separate  group.  The  series  are  designated 
largely  according  to  the  use  to  which  the  records  concerned  were  put. 

"Public  Relations  Records"  (PR-1  through  PR-3)  consist  of  press  re¬ 
leases,  copies  of  speeches  by  members  of  the  committee  or  of  the  commit¬ 
tee's  staff,  and  copies  of  a  few  statements  made  by  other  Government  of¬ 
ficials.  The  series  are  numbered  to  correspond  to  these  three  types  of 
records. 

The  arrangement  of  the  records  for  most  of  the  series  described  in 
the  main  body  of  the  inventory  is  shown  in  detail  by  lists  of  folder 
headings  presented  in  appendixes  I-V.  These  five  appendixes  refer  respec¬ 
tively  to  the  five  groups  of  records  mentioned  above.  For  example,  the 
folder  headings  for  "General  records"  (AD-1)  will  be  found  under  appendix 
I,  AD-1,  and  the  headings  for  "Complaints"  (OP-1)  will  be  found  under  ap¬ 
pendix  II,  OP-1.  A  few  of  the  series  are  so  simply  arranged  that  no 
listings  are  required;  in  such  cases  a  statement  of  arrangement  is  given 
in  connection  with  the  series  description  in  the  inventory. 

It  was  unavoidable  that  the  scope  of  the  committee's  investigations  re¬ 
sulted  in  considerable  overlapping  of  subjects.  For  example,  a  complete 
picture  of  the  manpower  situation  may  require  an  examination  of  the  records 
relating  to  labor,  or  some  records  in  the  series  entitled  "Records  result¬ 
ing  from  minor  investigations"  may  directly  relate  to  subjects  in  other 
series.  Instances  of  such  interweaving  of  subject  matter  are  numerous, 
but  a  search  for  all  the  material  on  any  given  subject  can  be  facilitated 
by  use  of  the  rather  full  index  to  this  inventory. 

A  program  for  the  preservation  of  the  committee's  records  was  initi¬ 
ated  during  the  chairmanship  of  Senator  Mead  by  George  Meader,  who  at 
the  time  was  executive  assistant  to  the  chief  counsel,  Rudolph  Halley. 

The  program  was  undertaken  with  the  approval  and  cooperation  of  Senator 
Mead,  Mr.  Halley,  Wilbur  D.  Sparks,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  committee's 
main  office,  and  Francis  D.  Flanagan,  chief  assistant  counsel,  and  was 
continued  under  the  successive  chairmanships  of  Senators  Kilgore  and 
Brewster  and  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Meader  and  William  P.  Rogers, 
who  succeeded  Mr.  Halley  in  turn  as  chief  counsels.  Staff  members  as¬ 
sisted  in  collecting  widely  scattered  noncurrent  records,  and  periodic 
transfers  of  the  records  to  the  National  Archives  were  made.  These 
transfers  were  a  direct  result  of  the  desire  of  the  committee's  offi¬ 
cials  to  make  the  records  permanently  accessible  to  committees  of  Con¬ 
gress,  to  Government  agencies,  and  to  historians  and  other  scholars. 

Because  of  this  constructive  and  exemplary  action,  it  has  been  possible 
for  the  records  to  be  studied,  sorted,  and  systematically  arranged  by 
the  staff  of  the  National  Archives  to  facilitate  their  use  by  searchers. 
Although  some  restrictions  exist  on  the  use  of  the  records,  committees 
of  Congress  and  other  authorized  searchers  have  used  them  extensively. 
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This  -work  is  a  preliminary  inventory  of  a  part  of  the  materials  in 
Record  Group  46,  Records  of  the  United  States  Senate,  consisting  of  all 
known  records  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Senate  to  Investigate  the 
National  Defense  Program,  Nearly  all  these  records  were  transferred  to 
the  National  Archives  between  March  1945  and  October  1948,  but  a  few 
more  were  transferred  in  April  1951  and  in  September  1952.  The  total 
volume  is  approximately  400  feet.

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To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the 
federal  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one 
of  the  main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding 
aids  are  needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first 
step  in  the  records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  prelimi¬ 
nary  inventories  of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which 
the  holdings  of  the  National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  pro¬ 
visional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 


When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  ••preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  there  is  time  for  it,  special  reports, 

indexes,  calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be 
prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment's  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
Forty  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the  National 
Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and  India, 
have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  described 
^he  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records,  1917-1921. 
and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal  Records  of  * 
World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research  value 
have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm  as 
a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of  these 
microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of  the 
National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


President  Truman,  on  July  18,  1947,  appointed  a  temporary  Air  Policy 
Commission,  composed  of  private  citizens,  to  make  an  objective  inquiry 
into  national  aviation  policies  and  problems  and  to  assist  him  in  formu¬ 
lating  an  integrated  national  aviation  policy.  The  action  was  taken  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Air  Coordinating  Committee  and  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Departments  of  State,  the  Navy,  War,  and  Commerce.  Because  of  the 
urgency  of  the  problem,  particularly  for  purposes  of  national  security, 
the  Commission  was  requested  to  submit  its  final  recommendations  by 
January  1,  1948.  In  his  letter  appointing  members  of  the  Commission,  the 
President  stated  that  they  should  study,  among  other  pertinent  aspects  of 
the  problem,  such  questions  as  the  current  and  future  aviation  needs  of 
the  Nation,  including  commercial  air  transportation  and  the  utilization 
of  aircraft  by  the  armed  services:  the  nature,  type,  and  extent  of  air¬ 
craft  and  air  transportation  industries  that  were  desirable  or  essential 
to  the  Nation's  security  and  welfare;  methods  of  encouraging  needed  de¬ 
velopments  in  the  aviation  and  air-transportation  industries;  and  im¬ 
proved  organization  and  procedures  in  the  Government  that  would  assist  it 
in  handling  aviation  matters  efficiently  and  in  the  public  interest. 

Appointed  to  the  Commission  were  Thomas  K.  Finletter,  New  York  at¬ 
torney,  Chairman;  George  P.  Baker,  professor  of  transportation  of  the 
Harvard  School  of  Business  Administration,  Vice-Chairman;  Palmer  Hoyt, 
publisher  of  the  Denver  Post:  A.  D.  Whiteside,  president  of  Dun  and  Brad- 
street;  and  Henry  Ford  II,  industrialist.  On  July  29  the  commissioners 
were  sworn  in  and  the  nucleus  of  the  staff  was  assembled.  One  major 
change  occurred  in  Commission  membership.  John  A.  McCone,  who  had  joined 
the  Commission's  staff  to  specialize  on  national  security  matters,  was 
appointed  on  September  27  to  replace  Mr.  Ford,  who  resigned  because  of 
pressing  obligations  in  Dearborn.  An  Executive  Director,  S.  Paul  John¬ 
ston,  was  appointed  to  organize  and  direct  the  staff.  Consultants  were 
selected  to  serve  as  specialists  on  specific  phases  of  aviation,  to  ad¬ 
vise  the  Commissioners,  and  to  assist  in  organizing  and  conducting  Com¬ 
mission  hearings  and  in  developing  the  Commission's  recommendations  to  the 
President. 

The  Commission  sought  information  and  advice  from  all  possible 
sources — the  armed  services,  Government,  industry,  and  informed  citizens. 
It  held  inquiry  meetings  at  which  leading  aviation  authorities  were  in¬ 
vited  to  express  their  views  on  national  aviation  policy.  Meetings  were 
open  to  the  public  except  when  the  Commission  ordered  an  executive  ses¬ 
sion.  Many  less  formal  conferences  and  meetings  with  civilian  and  gov¬ 
ernmental  representatives  were  held.  Witnesses  were  requested  to  submit, 
in  advance  of  their  attendance  at  meetings,  written  statements  of  the 
information  they  proposed  to  give.  The  formal  hearings  consisted  mainly 
of  questioning  by  Commissioners  leading  to  the  elaboration  or  clarifica¬ 
tion  of  the  information  submitted  by  witnesses  in  their  advance  statements. 
To  supplement  the  hearings,  and  to  obtain  on-the-ground  information 
concerning  the  operation,  facilities,  and  expansibility  of  the  country's 
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aircraft  manufacturing  potential ,  the  members  of  the  Commission  made  a 
rapid  tour  by  air  of  key  aviation  facilities,  laboratories,  and  plants  in 
the  eastern,  midwestern,  and  Pacific  regions  of  the  United  States.  On 
October  21,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Department  of  the  Navy,  members  of 
the  Commission  and  its  staff,  together  with  members  of  the  Congressional 
Air  Policy  Board,  went  aboard  the  aircraft  carrier  Midway  for  a  demon¬ 
stration  of  aerial  tactics  at  sea.  The  Commission  closed  its  hearings  on 
December  3,  1947,  and  on  December  30  delivered  a  copy  of  its  report  with 
recommendations,  Survival  in  the  Air  Age .  to  the  White  House,  although  a 
formal  presentation  ceremony  was  delayed  until  January  12. 

The  responsibility  for  housing  and  providing  routine  administrative 
services  to  the  Commission  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  of  Commerce. 
The  necessary  funds  fob  the  Commission  were  arranged  through  the  medium 
of  the  Air  Coordinating  Committee,  which  agreed  to  assessments  against 
its  member  agencies — the  Departments  of  State,  War,  the  Navy,  Commerce, 
and  the  Post  Office  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board--sufficient  to  cover 
the  operating  costs  of  the  Commission. 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  are  those  cre¬ 
ated  or  accumulated  by  the  Presidents  Air  Policy  Commission.  They  are  a 
part  of  Record  Group  220,  Records  of  Presidential  Committees,  Commissions, 
and  Boards,  and  amount  to  12  cubic  feet.  A  portion  of  the  records  is 
security-classified.  Library  materials  collected  by  the  Commission  were 
given  to  the  library  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration.  Staff  per¬ 
sonnel  files  are  in  the  Federal  Records  Center  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Records 
described  in  this  inventory,  and  information  from  them  or  copies  of  them, 
are  available  only  to  officials  of  the  Government  who  must  consult  them 
for  official  purposes.  Such  records  and  information  are  available  to 
other  persons  only  with  the  specific  approval  of  the  Archivist  of  the 
United  States.

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FOREWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated* 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary11  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  infonr.ation 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary11  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  oven-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment1  s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
More  than  40  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 

19 17-19 21 3  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two- volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  'been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  microfilm 
as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of  these 
microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of  the 
National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


During  the  period  1933-43  the  Federal  Government  established  four 
successive  agencies  to  study  our  national  resources,  to  formulate  and  cor¬ 
relate  plans  for  their  most  effective  use,  and  to  advise  administrative 
agencies  responsible  for  their  development.  These  were  the  National 
Planning  Board,  July  20,  1933-June  30,  1934;  the  National  Resources  Board, 
June  30,  1934^June  7,  1935;  the  National  Resources  Committee,  June  7, 

193 5- July  1,  1939;  and  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board,  July  1, 

1939- August  31,  1943*  In  addition,  the  Federal  Employment  Stabilization 
Board,  established  in  1931,  carried  on  certain  functions  that  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board  in  1939* 

The  National  Planning  Board, often  referred  to  as  NPB,  was  established 
by  the  Administrator  of  Public  Works  on  July  20,  1933,  under  authority  of 
Title  II  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  (48  Stat.  195)*  It  con¬ 
sisted  of  three  members:  Frederic  A.  Delano,  Chairman,  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Merriam,  and  Dr.  Wesley  C.  Mitchell.  The  NPB*  s  small  Washington  staff  was 
headed  by  an  executive  officer;  in  the  field  the  NPB  operated  at  first 
through  regional  and  State  advisers  of  the  Public  Works  Admini  strati  on  and 
later  through  district  chairmen  of  its  own  appointment.  In  the  year  of 
its  existence  the  NPB  set  the  pattern  followed  by  its  successors,  initi¬ 
ating  and  engaging  in  four  major  lines  of  activity:  planning  and  pro¬ 
gramming  public  works;  stimulating  local,  state,  and  regional  planning; 
coordinating  Federal  planning  with  respect  to  the  conservation  and  wise 
use  of  national  resources;  and  conducting  a  research  program.  The  NPB 
contributed  to  the  public  works  program  by  advising  the  Public  Works  Ad¬ 
ministrator  on  the  allocation  of  funds  and  by  establishing  criteria  for 
the  selection  of  projects.  It  encouraged  planning  on  the  regional  level 
and  below  by  direct  financial  assistance;  by  sponsoring  Federal  projects 
to  gather  economic  statistics  on  a  community  level;  by  assigning  con¬ 
sultants  to  State  planning  agencies;  by  collating  and  disseminating  in¬ 
formation  on  planning  programs  and  techniques.  It  acted  as  a  clearing¬ 
house  for  planning  activities  of  Federal  agencies.  Finally,  it  pro¬ 
duced  and  published  a  report,  A  Plan  for  Planning,  and  recommended  the 
creation  of  a  permanent  national  planning  agency. ^  The  NPB  was  abolished 
by  Executive  Order  6777  of  June  30,  1934* 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  made  by  the  NPB,  and  under 
the  authority  of  both  titles  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act,  the 
President  established  the  National  Resources  Board  (NRB)  by  the  same 
order.  Ihe  NRB  was  to  prepare  "a  program  and  plan  of  procedure  dealing 
with  the  physical,  social,  governmental,  and  economic  aspects  of  public 
policies  for  the  development  and  use  of  land,  water  and  other  national  re¬ 
sources,  and  such  related  subjects  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  referred  to 
it  by  the  President.”  The  NRB  absorbed  two  al re &dy- existing  committees.

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the  Mississippi  Valley  Committee,  which  became  its  water-investigating 
agency,  and  the  Committee  on  National  Land  Problems#  Membership  of  the 
NHB  included  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  chairman,  the  Secretaries 
of  War,  Agriculture,  Commerce,  and  Labor,  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief 
Administrator,  and  the  three  former  members  of  the  NPB#  To  assure 
continuity  of  operation,  the  three  former  members  were  constituted  an 
Advisory  Committee  to  function  as  an  executive  or  steering  council.  Pro¬ 
vision  was  made  for  a  technical  committee  of  experts  to  be  chosen  by  the 
NRB. 


The  NHB  carried  forward  the  program  of  its  predecessor,  with  espe¬ 
cial  emphasis  on  research  affecting  the  Government's  land  and  water 
policies.  In  addition,  it  broadened  its  interests  to  include  human  and 
technological  as  well  as  natural  resources.  Ihe  NRB  was  abolished  by  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Order  7065  of  June  7,  1935* 

By  the  same  order  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Emergency  Relief 
Appropriation  Act  of  1935  (49  Stat.  115)  the  President  established  the 
National  Resources  Committee,  known  as  NRC.  It  had  the  same  membership 
as  its  predecessor  and  virtually  identical  functions,  but  during  the  4 
years  it  operated  it  greatly  enlarged  the  scope  of  its  research  and 
planning  activities.  Existing  studies  respecting  water,  land,  minerals, 
public  works,  and  industrial  policies  were  expanded  and  new  undertakings 
were  launched  in  many  fields  including  education,  science  and  technology, 
population,  health,  housing,  urbanian,  transportation,  and  energy. 

Through  its  Field  Service  Section  and  11  regional  offices,  major  em¬ 
phasis  continued  to  be  upon  stimulation  of  and  assistance  to  State  and 
local  planning.  Many  of  the  investigations  and  studies  made  both  in 
Washington  and  in  the  field  resulted  in  reports  printed  by  the  Government 
Printing  Office  and  given  wide  distribution. 

The  President's  Reorganization  plan  No.  I  (53  Stat.  1423),  which  be¬ 
came  effective  July  1,  1939,  abolished  the  NRC  and  transferred  its  func¬ 
tions  and  those  of  the  Federal  Eknployment  Stabilization  Office  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Commerce  to  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board  (NRPB), 
which  was  established  in  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President.  The 
duties  of  the  NRPB  were  specified  in  Executive  Orders  8248  of  September  8, 
1939,  and  8455  of  June  26,  1940*  Frederic  A.  Delano  and  Charles  E.  Merriam 
continued  as  Board  members,  the  former  as  chairman.  In  addition,  the 
President  appointed  a  third  member,  George  F.  Y antis.  Henry  S.  Dennison 
and  Beardsley  Ruml  were  appointed  as  advisers  and  Charles  W.  Eliot  con¬ 
tinued  as  Director.  In  order  to  improve  administrative  control,  three  as¬ 
sistant  directors  were  placed  in  charge  of  three  divisions  designated  as 
*»A,n  "B,"  and  "C."  Activities  were  assigned  to  each  division  on  the  basis 
of  administrative  convenience  or  the  special  abilities  and  interests  of 
the  assistant  directors  rather  than  on  any  preconceived  division  of 
functions.^  In  addition  to  handling  general  administration  both  in  the 
central  office  and  the  field,  the  Office  of  the  Director  conducted  re¬ 
search  in  such  fields  as  urbanism  and  postwar  agenda.

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Some  shift  of  emphasis  in  the  policies  of  the  new  central  planning 
agency  was  necessitated  by  the  terms  of  its  establishment  and  by  the  im¬ 
pact  of  national  and  world  events.  Under  the  defense  and  war  programs, 
the  staff  became  increasingly  concerned  with  "emergency  planning,"  where¬ 
in  there  was  "little  or  no  tim*  available  to  look  backward  for  trends,  or 
to  look  around  for  interrelations,  or  to  look  forward  toward  anticipated 
developments  of  somewhat  orderly  nature*"3  ttie  data  already  amassed 
concerning  the  Nation1 s  resources  were  made  available  to  the  branches  of 
the  Federal  Government  engaged  in  mobilizing  those  resources  for  war* 

New  studies  were  undertaken  in  war-related  fields,  such  as  industrial 
location.  Expert  personnel  sat  on  joint  commissions  with  the  rep  re  sen  1>- 
atlves  of  war  agencies  and  took  part  in  making  decisions  on  policy.  A 
program  was  adopted  for  the  conservation  of  cultural,  resources  during 
war* 


At  no  time,  however,  were  the  long-term  objectives  of  national  plan¬ 
ning  lost  sight  of;  some  basic  studies  continued,  and  it  was  even  felt 
that  the  "intimate  observation  of  emergency  actions  and  their  effect  on 
the  national  economy"  would  be  of  great  value  "to  long-time  planning  in  a 
forward  look  to  the  period  beyond  the  crisis — both  the  more  immediate 
post-emergency  transition  and  the  farther  removed  period  of  stabili¬ 
zation.  "4  Following  this  line  of  reasoning,  and  in  compliance  with  a  re¬ 
quest  of  the  President,  the  NRPB  devoted  considerable  time  to  postwar 
planning  that  looked  to  the  eventual  demobilization  of  men  and  machines, 
the  relaxation  and  modification  of  wartime  controls,  new  public  activities 
and  investments,  and  increased  international  economic  collaboration* 

The  NRPB  was  abolished  by  the  Independent  Offices  Appropriation  Act 
of  1944,  effective  August  31*  1943  (57  Stat.  170),  which  also  provided 
that  the  functions  it  had  exercised  could  not  be  transferred  to  any  other 
agency*  It  was  given  until  January  1,  1944*  to  wind  up  its  affairs* 
although  certain  accounting  matters  were  not  settled  until  as  late  as 
1947.  Only  a  nucleus  organization  under  the  Director  and  Executive 
Officer  remained  to  finish  this  liquidation  process* 

Changes  in  the  NRPB  and  its  predecessors  during  a  10-year  period 
of  existence  were  for  the  most  part  in  the  direction  of  an  increase  in 
responsibility  and  a  broadening  of  fields  of  activity.  Although  there 
was  a  steady  progression,  in  terms  of  subjects  considered  and  in  the  in¬ 
vestigations  pursued  from  the  simple  to  the  complex,  there  was  consid¬ 
erable  continuity  with  respect  to  policies,  functions*  personnel,  and 
records.  To  a  large  extent,  this  also  applies  to  the  organization  of

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the  headquarters  or  "Washing ton"  office*  Organization  charts  for  the 
NRPB  and  its  immediate  predecessors  comprise  appendix  A  of  this  in¬ 
ventory*  During  the  brief  existence  of  the  NPB,  however,  there  were, 
besides  the  members  of  that  Board,  an  executive  officer,  and  a  secretary, 
only  five  employees.  The  NPB  relied  heavily  upon  the  RVA  for  adminis¬ 
trative  services  and  did  not  have  many  administrative  or  functional 
subdivisions* 

There  were  five  distinctive  features  of  the  organization  of  the  NRPB 
and  its  direct  predecessors  worth  noting.  These  were  (1)  a  central 
policy  group,  (2)  the  central  staff,  (3)  mixed  technical  committees,  (4) 
a  panel  of  consultants,  and  (5)  the  field  organization,  A  brief  review 
of  each  of  these  elements  is  necessary  to  the  understanding  of  the  rec¬ 
ords  described  in  this  inventory* 5 

The  central  policy  group,  which  was  charged  with  the  immediate  di¬ 
rection  of  policies,  consisted  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the 
Advisory  Committee.  Continuity  of  policy  was  provided  by  the  membership 
of  Mr.  Delano  and  Dr.  Merriam  on  both  the  Board  and  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  during  their  entire  existence.  By  vote  of  the  NRB  at  its  first 
meeting,  the  cabinet  officers  on  the  Board  left  to  the  Advisory  Committee 
the  formulation  of  policy  and  responsibility  for  preparation  of  reports. 

Harold  Iclces,  first  as  Administrator  of  RVA  (1933-34)  and  then  as 
Chairman  of  the  NRB  and  NRG  (1934-39),  also  figured  importantly  in  the 
affairs  of  the  predecessors  of  NRPB.  By  an  informal  understanding  be¬ 
tween  him  and  the  Board,  he  passed  on  all  appointments  of  technical  ad¬ 
visers,  consultants,  and  other  important  personnel;  minor  positions 
were  filled  by  the  personnel  offices  of  RVA  and  the  Department  of  the 
Interior*  In  addition  to  presiding  at  all  NxRB  and  NRC  meetings.  Sec¬ 
retary  Ickes  reviewed  proposed  actions  with  the  Advisory  Committee.  To¬ 
gether  with  Mr.  Delano  or  other  members  of  the  Advisoiy  Committee  he 
appeared  before  Cabinet  meetings,  participated  in  conferences  with  the 
President,  and  testified  in  hearings  before  congressional  committees. 

Relationship  of  the  NRPB  and  its  forerunners  with  the  President  was 
maintained  by  means  of  conferences,  correspondence  and  memoranda,  and  the 
submission  to  him  of  plans  and  projects,  quarterly  reports,  and  major 
technical  reports.  Practically  the  only  contact  of  Board  members  and 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  with  Congress  was  at  appropriation  hear¬ 
ings;  members  of  the  staff,  however,  appeared  at  a  number  of  hearings  on 
legislation  and  infrequently  met  informally  ’with  congressional  groups. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Advisory  Committee  were  apparently 
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A  detailed  discussion  of  each  of  these  features  can  be  found  in 
the  ten-year  summary  report  of  the  Board,  issued  in  1943,  p*  11-31.  Its 
title  is  Guide  to  the  Files  of  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board  and 
Predecessor  Agencies  ...  1933-1943*  — 
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informal  in  nature,  few  matters  being  "put  to  a  vote."  Formal  approval 
of  budget  allotments  and  participation  in  personnel  selections  required 
some  definite  decisions  of  the  policy  group,  but  apparently  there  was 
never  any  clear  line  of  delegation  of  authority  from  it  to  the  Director 
and  Executive  Officer,  who  were  left  to  interpret  with  some  latitude 
the  policy  decisions  arWLved  at. 

The  "Washington"  or  central  staff  of  the  NRPB  and  its  predecessors 
remained  snail  throughout  the  period  of  its  existence.  With  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  NKB,  as  an  independent  agency,  it  was  necessary  to 
build  up  an  organization  to  carry  on  routine  administrative  and  house¬ 
keeping  duties.  Die  consultants  appointed  by  the  NPB  to  advise  and 
help  set  up  major  projects  were  the  predecessors  of  the  technical  and 
coordinating  committees. 

Die  use  of  technical  committees  grew  from  the  experience  of  the 
National  Capital  Park  and  Planning  Commission  with  similar  committees* 
Technical  committees  in  various  fields  were  set  up  to  deal  with  natural 
resources.  They  were  composed  of  assistant  secretaries  and  chiefs  of 
bureaus  of  Federal  agencies  and  of  technical  men  outside  the  Federal 
Government.  An  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  committees  free  from  inter¬ 
ference  by  Government  agencies  and  out  of  "politics"  in  general.  Dieir 
main  function  was  advisory,  with  the  exception  of  special  research  groups 
such  as  committees  on  regional! an  and  urbanism.  These  were  responsible 
for  particular  projects  and  studies* 

By  employing  consultants  the  NRPB  was  able  to  get  the  assistance  of 
leading  figures  in  various  technical  fields  at  relatively  slight  cost  to 
the  Government*  Diese  men  were  paid  on  a  per  diem  basis  and  only  when 
actually  employed,  being  "on  call"  at  other  times*  Die  NPB  used  con¬ 
sultants  on  research  projects  in  which  it  was  engaged  in  1933  and  1934* 
Its  successors  employed  State  planning  consultants,  land  and  water  con¬ 
sultants,  and  consultants  on  special  research  projects  in  the  fields  of 
urban! an,  regionalian,  science,  and  population*  Work  was  assigned  to 
consultants  at  first  by  the  project  committee  concerned  or  by  the  field 
office  or  section  chief  responsible  for  a  given  report  and  later  by  the 
Director  of  the  NRPB.  He  acted  upon  recommendations  made  by  regional 
chairmen  and  counselors  after  they  had  been  reviewed  by  the  Washington 
office* 

Although  the  field  records  of  the  NRPB  and  its  predecessors  are  not 
described  in  this  inventory,  it  may  be  useful  to  keep  in  mind  that  there 
were  11  regional  offices,  each  consisting  of  a  chairman,  a  small  tech¬ 
nical  staff  amplified  by  consultants,  and  clerical  employees.  Each  of 
these  offices  developed  its  own  organization  and  cooperating  committees 
of  Federal  and  State  agencies  and  had  its  own  research  projects.  As 
stated  elsewhere,  a  State  Section  was  set  up  in  the  headquarters  office 
to  administer  these  field  offices  and  this  later  became  the  Field  Serv¬ 
ice  Section.  (See  item  16) 

With  the  exception  of  the  separately  filed  maps,  this  inventory 
covers  the  central  office  records  of  the  National  Resources  Planning 
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Board  and  its  predecessors.  The  records  described  amount  to  986  cubic 
feet  and  are  a  part  of  Record  Group  187,  Records  of  the  National  Re¬ 
sources  Planning  Board.  The  records  of  the  Federal  Employment  Stabili¬ 
zation  Board  are  filed  separately,  but  the  most  important  and  extensive 
records  of  the  NRPB  and  its  other  three  predecessors  are  filed  in  a 
general  classified  correspondence  file.  Although  the  original  intention 
was  to  amalgamate  the  records  of  divisions,  sections,  and  technical  com¬ 
mittees  into  this  file,  the  sudden  termination  of  the  agency  left  much 
of  this  work  unfinished.  Records  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Committee 
were  incorporated  into  the  file,  but  records  of  the  Water  Resources  Sec¬ 
tion  and  Committee  and  of  Divisions  A,  B,  and  C  and  their  subordinate 
units  were  left  filed  separately.  An  idea  of  the  subjects  covered  by  the 
classified  file  may  be  obtained  from  the  abridged  classification  scheme, 
which  appears  as  appendix  C,  of  the  inventory.  Records  of  the  Board1 s 
actions  on  policy  and  high-level  administrative  matters  are  in  its  min¬ 
utes,  which  are  a  part  of  the  classified  file. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  Board  resulted  in  reports  that  set  forth  the 
nature  of  the  problem  under  investigation,  the  approach  of  the  investi¬ 
gating  unit  to  it,  findings  and  conclusions.  Many  of  these  reports  were 
published;  many  others  remain  unpublished.  A  list  was  prepared  in  1946 
of  reports  of  the  central  office  and  such  regional  reports  as  had  been 
received  and  filed  as  a  part  of  the  central  office  records. 6  Although 
this  list  does  not  purport  to  be  complete,  excluding  as  it  does  some 
printed  and  perhaps  many  processed  reports  prepared  in  field  offices,  it 
is,  as  stated  in  its  introduction  "the  most  complete  list,  with  respect 
to  number  of  titles,  of  that  agency*  s  printed  and  processed  reports  that 
has  been  attempted  in  a  single  compilation  and  the  only  listing  anywhere 
of  a  considerable  quantity  of  reports  that  exist  only  in  manuscript 
form." 

This  list  has  been  processed  and  is  available  for  limited  dis¬ 
tribution  to  searchers.  Being  arranged  by  general  subjects  or  by  re¬ 
gions  and  thereunder  by  subjects,  it  can  be  said  to  serve  almost  as  an 
additional  index  to  records  of  the  Board.  Indeed,  reference  to  the  re¬ 
ports  may  often  serve  as  an  effective  point  of  departure  both  for  fur¬ 
ther  research  in  the  records  and  for  independent  research  in  the  sub¬ 
jects  of  the  reports.  Some  of  the  reports  have  been  grouped  together  at 
the  end  of  the  files  in  several  series,  but  many  reports  are  dispersed 
throughout  the  classified  and  divisional  correspondence.  There  they  are 
accompanied  by  extensive  records  relating  to  them  or  to  the  subjects 
which  they  treat. 

The  basic  data  and  the  working  papers  for  the  reports  were  often 
prepared  by  cooperating  agencies,  such  as  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural

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Economics  and  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  and  were  retained  by  them. 
Thus  the  user  of  these  records  should  keep  in  mind  the  widely  ramified 
activities  of  the  Board,  which  conducted  or  participated  in  studies  and 
projects  with  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies  on  a  Nation-wide  scale. 
In  addition  to  cooperating  Federal  agencies,  many  State  and  local  agen¬ 
cies  undoubtedly  have  not  only  technical  materials  and  working  papers 
but  correspondence  and  other  records  illustrating  the  type  of  cooperative 
activity  and  planning  guidance  which  the  NRPB  engaged  in  in  the  field. 

The  work  of  technical  and  coordinating  committees  has  already  been  dis¬ 
cussed.  Records  relating  to  the  work  of  some  of  them  are  to  be  found  in 
larger  bodies  of  records  in  the  National  Archives.  Records  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Biological  Survey  (Record  Group  22),  for  example,  contain  a 
small  quantity  of  papers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Water  Resources 
Committee.  Certain  records  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration  (Record 
Group  69),  such  as  those  relating  to  its  project  for  staffing  State 
planning  boards,  also  reflect  the  work  of  the  Board.  Certain  records 
maintained  jointly  by  the  NRPB  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  have  been 
retained  by  the  latter  agency  as  part  of  its  records. 

The  searcher  wishing  to  consult  NRPB  records  will  find  them  read¬ 
ily  accessible  with  the  exception  of  certain  personnel  files  and  a 
small  percentage  of  security-classified  material.  For  the  present,  to 
consult  these  security-classified  records,  special  permission  is 
required.

RECORDS  OF  THE  FEDERAL  EMPLOYMENT  STABILIZATION  BOARD 

> 

The  FESB  was  established  under  authority  of  the  Employment  Stabilizar- 
tion  Act,  approved  Februaiy  10,  1931  (46  Stat.  1084) .7  The  Board  was  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  as  chairman,  and  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Treasury,  Agriculture,  and  Labor.  No  record  of  meetings  of  the  Board  or 
of  joint  activities  by  its  members  has  been  found.  Ihe  functions  of  the 
Board  were  carried  out  by  a  small  staff  headed  by  D.  H.  Sawyer,  Director; 

H.  R.  Colwell,  Assistant  to  the  Director;  Fred  E.  Schnepfe,  Principal 
Engineer;  and  Corrington  Gill,  Principal  Economist. 

The  functions  of  the  Board  may  be  broadly  described  as  the  collect¬ 
ing  of  information  and  preparing  of  reports  on  employment  and  business 

conditions  and  trends  and  the  providing  of  assistance,  advice,  and  en¬ 
couragement  to  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies  in  the  field  of  "ad¬ 
vance  planning"  of  public  works.  More  specifically,  the  Board  was  re¬ 
quired  by  the  terms  of  the  Enployment  Stabilization  Act  to  carry  out  the 
following  responsibilities: 

(1)  "To  advise  the  President  from  time  to  time  of  the  trend  of  em¬ 
ployment  and  business  activity  and  of  the  existence  or  approach  of  periods 
of  business  depression  and  unemployment  in  the  United  States  or  in  any 
substantial  portion  thereof."  In  carrying  out  this  function  the  economic 
section  of  the  Board*  s  staff  engaged  in  an  extensive  program  of  collecting, 
analyzing,  and  summarizing  statistical  material  relating  to  general  busi¬ 
ness,  financial,  industrial,  and  employment  conditions  and  prospects,  with 
particular  emphasis  on  the  construction  industries.  From  data  collected, 
the  Board  compiled  a  variety  of  periodical  and  special  reports,  including 
an  index  of  shipments  of  construction  materials,  charts  and  graphs,  an 
index  of  employment  in  six  major  construction  industries,  and  reports  of 
monthly  expenditures  and  average  employment  by  Federal  construction 
agencies. 

(2)  "To  cooperate  with  the  construction  agencies  [of  the  Federal 
Government]  in  formulating  methods  of  advance  planning."  Ihe  act  pro¬ 
vided  that  each  agency  engaged  in  public  works  construction  should  prepare 
a  6— year  plan,  to  be  revised  and  extended  annually  and  to  include  esti¬ 
mates  and  an  organization  plan  for  putting  the  program  into  effect. 

Hie  engineering  unit  of  the  Board  was  largely  occupied  in  assisting  the 
other  agencies  to  prepare  these  6— year  programs  and  in  collecting  and 
reporting  over-all  information  about  them. 


7lhe  legislative  history  of  the  Employment  Stabilization  Act  is

(3)  "To  make  progress  reports." 

(4)  To  make  certain  advance  (6-year)  plans  and  estimates  for  con¬ 
struction  of  public  works.  In  this  connection,  the  Board  was  to  "collect 
information  concerning  advance  construction  plans  and  estimates  by  States, 
municipalities,  and  other  public  and  private  agencies  which  may  indicate 
the  probable  volume  of  construction  within  the  United  States  or  which  may 
aid  the  construction  agencies  in  formulating  their  advance  plans."  Data 
were  collected  from  interested  Federal  agencies  and  from  the  Governors 
and  public  works  agencies  of  States  by  means  of  questionnaires  and  form 
letters.  'Ihe  Board  interested  itself  only  in  the  larger  cities  with  well- 
organized  planning  agencies.  It  made  a  special  field  study  of  New  England 
cities.  It  also  unofficially  sponsored  and  encouraged  the  passage  of 
State  legislation  for  the  planning  of  construction  work.  . 

Hie  FESB  was  abolished  by  Executive  Order  6166  of  June  10,  1933, 
which  provided  that  its  records  be  transferred  to  the  projected  Federal 
Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works.  Ihe  execution  of  this  order 
was  postponed  by  a  later  one.  No.  6221  of  July  26,  1933,  however,  and 
meantime  the  Director  had  been  named  by  the  President  to  serve  temporarily 
as  Federal  Emergency  Administrator  of  Public  Works.  As  a  result,  the 
records  and  much  of  the  personnel  of  FESB  were  retained  intact  and  formed 
the  nucleus  for  the  preliminary  organization  of  IWA.  Executive  Order 
6623  of  March  1,  1934,  directed  that  the  Board  be  abolished  and  that  there 
be  established  in  its  place  a  Federal  Employment  Stabilization  Office  in 
the  Department  of  Commerce.  Much  of  the  same  staff  continued  in  the  new 
Office  for  16  months,  but  Congress  failed  to  make  an  appropriation  for  it 
for  the  fiscal  year  1936  and  it  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  1935* 

During  the  succeeding  4  years,  various  functions  of  the  Board  were  carried 
on  by  other  agencies,  including  the  NRB,  the  NRC,  and  the  Federal  Projects 
Division  of  IWA.  Hie  files  of  FESB  contain  scattered  materials  for  this 
period  and  it  is  assumed  either  that  they  were  filed  by  employees  of  the 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  where  the  records  are  believed  to 
have  been  kept,  or  that  they  were  accumulated  by  some  other  agency  and 
were  placed  with  the  Board1 s  records  later.  By  the  terms  of  the  Pres¬ 
ident*  s  Reorganization  Plan  No.  I,  the  Board's  functions  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  newly  created  NRPB,  effective  July  1,  1939*

RECORDS  OF  THE  NATIONAL  RESOURCES  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  records  described  in  this  section  include  those  not  only  of 
the  NRPB  but  of  its  three  immediate  predecessors.  As  explained  in  the 
introduction,  the  largest  and  most  important  series  of  records  docu¬ 
menting  the  work  of  these  four  agencies  is  the  classified  correspondence. 
Information  concerning  certain  peculiarities  of  this  series  and  its 
relationship  to  divisional  and  other  files  is  necessary  if  the  searcher 
is  to  find  all  records  on  a  given  subject  or  in  a  given  field.  The 
classified  correspondence  was  chronologically  arranged  until  shortly 
after  the  middle  of  1938.  Because  of  certain  difficulties  arising 
out  of  this  arrangement,  authority  was  obtained  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  NRC  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  a  complete  review  and 
revision  of  the  file  system.  A  records  expert,  after  completing  a 
survey  lasting  several  months,  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  modified 
Dewey-Decimal  system.  This  recommendation  was  favorably  acted  upon 
and  the  new  scheme  was  used  with  variations  for  the  remainder  of  the 
life  of  the  NRC  and  until  the  NRPB  was  dissolved  in  1943.  Records  of 
the  NPB  and  the  NRB  and  earlier  records  of  the  NRC  were  also  classified 
in  accordance  with  it.  No  complete  classification  key  to  the  corre¬ 
spondence  was  in  existence  at  the  time  the  NRPB  was  liquidated;  simi¬ 
larly,  no  extant  subject  index  contained  all  the  subjects  represented 
in  it.  To  add  to  the  confusion,  there  was  some  duplication  of  file 
numbers,  the  500  section  on  Water  Resources,  for  example,  consisting 
of  several  subdivisions  in  which  some  of  the  file  numbers  are  repeated, 
sometimes  with  overlapping  dates.  A  complete,  revised  classification 
scheme  reflecting  this  series  as  it  now  exists  has  been  made  and  is 
available.  A  summary  of  the  important  and  most-used  numbers  in  this 
scheme  has  been  reproduced  as  appendix  C.  A  subject  index  to  the  rec¬ 
ords  has  also  been  compiled  and  is  included,  in  abridged  form,  as 
appendix  D.  This  index  covers  not  only  the  classified  correspondence 
but  also  the  FESB  records  and  most  other  series  described  in  this 
inventory. 

Certain  other  features  of  the  central  office  records  of  the  NRPB 
should  be  noted.  With  the  exception  of  records  of  the  Director' s  Office 
and  of  Divisions  A,  B,  and  C,  all  important  policy  and  high-level 
administrative  records  are  in  the  classified  correspondence,  although 
some  duplicate  copies  of  documents  may  be  found  in  subordinate  files. 
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This  correspondence  contains,  in  addition  to  the  administrative,  fiscal, 
and  other  documents  usually  present  in  such  files,  records  of  special 
committees,  work  papers  relating  to  the  Board*  s  publications  and  other 
studies,  and  statistical  data*  In  most  instances  related  files  appear 
under  one  key  number,  for  example  100,  Administration;  500,  Water  Re¬ 
sources;  and  400,  Planning  and  Zoning.  Added  digital  numbers  show  the 
next  break down,  as  102,  Methods  and  Conduct  of  Work;  572,  Western  Water 
Problems;  and  405-408,  Local  Planning*  Decimal  breakdowns  of  numbers 
may  show  geographic  or  other  subdivisions  of  the  same  kind  of  file,  as 
103,  Minutes;  103*01,  Minutes  of  NPB;  103.03,  Minutes  of  NRB;  and  430.5* 
Regional  Development,  Area  Analysis,  Region  5*  Regions  or  States  were 
also  indicated  by  numbers  preceding  classification  numbers,  as  5/442, 
Colorado  State  Planning  Commission. 

A  proper  use  of  the  available  indexes  to  the  classified  correspond¬ 
ence  (entry  9)  and  the  classification  schemes  and  index  in  this  in¬ 
ventory  (appendixes  B-D)  should  enable  the  searcher  to  find  related 
records  in  a  given  field  of  study  or  on  a  specific  project.  Although 
the  Board' s  field  records  are  not  included  in  the  inventory,  much 
information  concerning  the  administration  of  field  activities  and 
programs  can  be  found  in  the  records  described  below.

Divisions  A,  B,  and  C,  each  under 
an  Assistant  Director,  were  also  responsible  to  the  Director  but  were 
organizational  units  apart  from  the  Office  of  the  Director  proper.

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in  particular  studies  did  not  occur  until  after  the  NRPB  had  been 
created  and  had  been  assigned  additional  responsibilities;  the  records 
of  these  divisions,  however,  do  not  relate  solely  to  activities  assigned 
to  them  at  the  time  they  were  constituted  in  June  1940.  Some  studies, 
for  example,  were  outgrowths  of  findings  of  old  studies  or  new  phases 
of  planning  programs  and  policies  carried  on  by  study  groups  and  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  Board' s  predecessors.

The  Division  continued  and  completed  various  undertakings  and

Means;  Part  II  of  The  Structure  of  American  Economy,  entitled  Toward 
Full  Use  of  Resources;  a  study  on  family  expenditures  in  the  United 
States;  population  studies;  and  several  publications  dealing  with 
housing  problems.  Reporting  to  the  President  on  employment  and  busi¬ 
ness  trends,  authorized  by  the  Federal  Employment  Stabilization  Act 
of  1931,  was  also  a  continuing  project,  which  was  gradually  altered 
to  meet  the  demands  of  defense  and  war* 

New  undertakings  of  the  Division  included  general  and  special 
studies  in  long-range  work  and  relief  policies;  the  compilation  of  a 
Roster  of  Scientific  and  Specialized  Personnel  and  other  projects  in 
collaboration  with  the  Science  Committee;  and  cultural  projects,  one 
of  the  most  timely  of  which  was  conducted  by  the  Committee  on  Con¬ 
servation  of  Cultural  Resources  (see  entries  32  and  33)« 

Ihe  administrative  responsibilities  of  the  Division  involved 
mainly  coordination  of  work  and  personnel,  clearance  of  progress  re¬ 
ports  from  the  sections,  units,  or  study  groups,  and  handling  in  part 
relations  with  other  agencies  and  the  public*  As  most  of  the  work 
was  technical,  the  need  for  many  formalized  administrative  units  was 
apparently  not  felt.  Committees,  subcommittees,  and  stucty-  groups

Under  the  reorganization  of  June  1940  Division  B  was  given  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  technical  studies  on  transportation,  location  of 
industry,  and  land,  water,  and  energy  resources*  Few  of  these  fields 
were  new  to  the  Board  or  its  predecessors*  The  land  and  water  programs, 
for  example,  dated  from  the  earliest  national  planning  agency,  the  NPB, 
and,  with  some  alteration  to  meet  the  demands  of  defense  and  war, 
continued  during  the  life  of  the  NRPB  to  operate  largely  along  the 
same  lines*  The  energy  resources  project  had,  in  1939,  completed  the 
published  study  Energy  Resources  and  National  Policy;  work  in  subsequent 
years  largely  proceeded  along  avenues  marked  out  by  that  study*  The 
transportation  and  industrial  location  studies,  both  inaugurated  in 
1940  at  the  request  of  the  President,  might  properly  be  termed  "new,” 
but  both  were  developed  on  a  foundation  of  research  undertaken  in 
earlier  years  and  both  employed  the  standard  devices  of  a  functional 
staff  section  and  a  functional  advisory  committee  to  attain  objectives. 

The  administrative  responsibilities  of  Division  B  were  few, 
involving  mainly  the  coordination  of  personnel,  the  clearance  of 
progress  reports  from  the  various  study  sections,  and  the  handling 
in  part  of  relations  with  other  agencies  and  with  the  public*  The 
records  concerned  with  such  duties  constitute  only  a  snail  portion 
of  those  maintained  as  Division  B  files.  Most  of  the  records  herein¬ 
after  described  are  technical  in  character  and  appear  to  reflect  in 
particular  the  interests  of  the  Division  head.

The  land  and  water  studies-— of  long  standing,  with  veteran  person¬ 
nel  and  well-established  procedures — required  little  outside  super¬ 
vision,  and  in  consequence  few  records  relating  to  them  are  in  the 
Divisions  records.  Although  the  industrial  location  study  was  new, 
it  had  been  entrusted  to  a  skilled  staff  headed  by  Dr*  Glenn  E* 
McLaughlin,  and  the  records  indicate  that  Division  direction  was  large¬ 
ly  nominal*  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  many  records  relating  to  the 
technical  prosecution  of  the  energy  and  transportation  studies*  This 
was  undoubtedly  because  Dr.  Watkins  himself  played  a  major  role  in 
these  projects:  he  continued  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  Energy  Re¬ 
sources  Committee,  in  which  capacity  he  had  served  since  1938,  and 
in  1940  he  was  appointed  director  of  the  transportation  study  and 
he  represented  the  Board  on  the  Transportation  Committee* 

The  records  of  Division  B  should  be  regarded  as  complementary 
to  records  documenting  individual  studies  in  the  resource  fields  over 
which  the  Division  exercised  administrative  jurisdiction*  For  related

working  papers  and  drafts  of  reports;  records  concerning  the  Inven¬ 
tory  of  Federally-Owned  Land;  preliminary  versions  of  reports  of 
the  Land-Planning  Committee  (1934-35);  and  functional  policy  state¬ 
ments  (1941-42).  All  but  the  last  two  items  are  arranged  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  numeric- subject  classification  scheme,  a  copy  of  which 
is  available.  The  Land-Planning  Committee  reports  are  unarranged 
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and  the  functional  policy  statements  are  arranged  under  such  subjects 
as  land  use  or  range  land. 

Records  of  Division  C 


Under  the  reorganization  of  June  1940,  Division  C  was  given 
responsibility  far  (1)  a  Federal  six-year  program  of  public  works; 

(2)  the  study  of  Federal  indirect  aids,  grants,  subsidies,  and  guaran¬ 
teed  loans  as  stimulants  to  private  development  and  construction;  (3) 
keeping  abreast  of  State  and  local  programs  of  public  works  and  en¬ 
couraging  the  formulation  of  such  programs;  and  (4)  aiding  in  plan¬ 
ning  large-scale  and  long-range  development  of  capital  budget  ex¬ 
penditures  of  railroads,  public  utilities,  and  industry  in  general. 

At  a  later  date  water  resources  planning  was  also  assigned  to  this 
Division.  Thus  it  may  be  said  that  the  Division’s  main  function 
was  public  works  planning — national,  regional,  State,  and  local. 

Under  the  impact  of  depression,  it  was  natural  that  this  type  of 
planning  should  become  one  of  the  first  preoccupations  of  the  Board' s 
earliest  predecessor,  the  NPB,  This  function  came  indirectly  from 
the  FESB,  which  had,  in  response  to  the  requirements  of  the  Employ¬ 
ment  Stabilization  Act  of  1931,  undertaken  the  formulation  of  a 
Federal  six-year  program  of  public  works  and  the  collection  of  infor¬ 
mation  concerning  advance  construction  plans  and  estimates,^ 

In  June  1942  the  Division  had  the  following  sections:  the  Federal 
Program  Section,  the  Federal  Aid  Program  section,  the  state  and  Local 
Program  Section,  and  the  Water  Resources  Section.  Records  of  only 
the  State  and  Local  Program  Section  and  the  Water  Resources  Section 
survive  as  series  separate  from  the  general  files  of  the  Division. 

The  two  series  of  "water”  records  created  or  inherited  by  the  Water 
Resources  Section  are  second  in  importance  only  to  the  segment  of 
central  office  correspondence  in  the  500 — 589*3  classifications 
dealing  with  water.  It  is  probable  that  there  is  some  duplication 
of  documents  among  these  water  files.  To  a  certain  extent,  the 
work  of  the  Public  TJorks  Committee  is  documented  in  records  of 
Division  C*  Subcommittees  1  and  2  of  that  Committee  were  concerned 
respectively  with  the  Federal  six-year  program  of  public  works  and 
State  and  local  programming  of  public  works. 

Division  C  initiated  few  studies  and  projects  but  in  the  main 
carried  on  work  begun  prior  to  its  creation.  In  addition  to  water 
resources  and  the  four  general  fields  of  interest  with  which  it  was 
vested  at  the  time  of  its  creation,  the  Division  became  interested 
in  project  review,  carried  on  by  its  Project  Review  Section  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Project  Review  Committee;  in  economics  of  public 
works;  in  the  creation  of  a  public  work  reserve  of  capital  improvement 


^A  more  complete  history  of  NRPB’  s  role  in  public  works  planning 
has  also  been  compiled  and  is  available. 
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projects  and  public  services  (cooperating  with  the  Board*  s  Public 
Work  Reserve  organization);  and  in  the  defense  program,  which  lit¬ 
erally  became  the  public  works  program  of  the  Board  after  the  entrance 
of  the  United  States  into  World  War  II. 

The  administrative  responsibilities  of  this  Division  were  roughly 
parallel  to  those  of  Divisions  A  and  B.  As  with  these  other  divi¬ 
sions,  reference  should  be  made  to  the  subject  index,  appendix  D, 
for  supplemental  or  related  records  on  given  subjects  or  in  given 
fields  of  study.

These  library  reference  materials  on  planning  were  probably  assem¬ 
bled  by  or  for  the  use  of  Dr.  Barrows,  who  served  successively  as  a 
member  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  Committee,  the  Water  Planning  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Water  Resources  Section,  and  the  Panel  of  Consultants  of 
NRC  and  NRPB.

Records  Documenting  the  Board*  s  Participation  in 
Joint  Investigations  and  on  Joint  Committees 


Series  included  in  this  section  of  the  inventory  are  limited 
to  those  which  are  clearly  not  a  part  of  the  records  of  any  subdi¬ 
vision  of  the  NRPB  or  its  predecessors  and  which  were  not  amalgamated 
into  the  central  office  classified  correspondence.  This  restriction 
eliminates  most  of  the  records  concerning  joint  projects,  investigar- 
tions,  and  committees  with  which  the  Board  was  concerned  to  a  greater 
or  lesser  degree.  The  Pecos  River  Joint  Investigation  was,  for 
example,  one  of  the  most  important  cooperative  undertakings  in  which 
the  Board  had  a  part;  no  separate  and  distinct  series  of  records 
documenting  its  part  in  this  investigation  exists,  although  there 
are  widely  scattered  materials  concerning  it  in  both  the  central 
office  and  regional  records.  Likewise  there  may  be  records  else¬ 
where  in  this  record  group  related  to  the  separate  series  described 
below. 

The  Southeastern  Florida  Joint  Investigation 

The  rapid  growth  of  population  and  the  physical  development  of 
the  resort  cities  and  agricultural  areas  in  southeastern  Florida 
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began  seriously  to  overtax  the  area*  s  domestic  and  agricultural  water 
supplies  in  the  late  1930*  s.  In  June  1939  Federal,  State,  and  local 
representatives  met  in  Miami  to  consider  setting  up  a  joint  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  problem*  Participating  Federal  agencies  included  the 
Soil  Conservation  service,  the  Geological  Survey,  the  Biological 
Survey,  and  the  Corps  of  Engineers — each  of  which  submitted  state¬ 
ments  describing  the  type  of  participation  they  were  prepared  to  give. 
(As  the  investigation  progressed,  other  public  and  private  agencies 
participated  in  varying  degrees,  either  on  their  own  initiative  or 
as  requested,  but  this  was  not  the  original  plan.)  As  its  part  in 
the  cooperative  enterprise  the  NRPB  undertook  to  (1)  serve  as  a  co¬ 
ordinating  agency  for  both  Federal  and  local  participation;  (2)  pro¬ 
vide  a  limited  staff  to  serve  as  a  coordinating  group;  (3)  aid  in 
the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  final  report  on  the  investiga¬ 
tion;  and  (4)  provide  such  technical  consulting  services  as  might  be 
necessary  and  practicable  outside  the  fields  of  the  participating 
agencies.  Stanley  H.  Wright,  on  furlough  from  the  Public  Works 
Administration,  was  made  Coordinator-in-Charge  of  the  Investigation 
in  June  1940.  The  matching  funds  from  local  sources  were  only  spo¬ 
radically  available  and  the  Coordinator*  s  Office  was  officially  closed 
on  March  31,  1941*  The  investigation  was  apparently  never  completed 
as  originally  planned.  Although  other  participating  agencies  may 
have  continued  their  work  and  prepared  reports  embodying  the  results 
thereof,  the  NRPB’s  connection  with  the  investigation  was  severed  as 
of  that  date.

Committee  on  Conservation  of  Cultural  Resources 

On  March  6,  1941,  the  NRPB,  on  the  recommendation  of  its  Science 
Committee,  formally  establidied  the  Committee  on  Conservation  of 
Cultural  Resources  (referred  to  as  CCCR).  The  CCCR,  as  originally 
constituted,  was  composed  of  the  Librarian  and  Chief  Assistant  Li¬ 
brarian  of  Congress,  the  Associate  Director  of  the  National  Museum, 
the  Director  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Art,  the  Archivist  of  the 
United  States,  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  National  Archives,  the 
Supervisor  of  Historic  Sites  of  the  National  Park  Service,  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Buildings,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Library  Association,  the  Director  of  the  American  Association  of 
Museums,  the  Director  of  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies, 
and  representatives  of  the  War  Department,  the  Office  of  Civilian  De¬ 
fense,  and  the  American  Institute  of  Architects. 
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The  functions  of  the  CCCR  were  to  collect  and  disseminate 
information  and  promote  measures  for  the  protection  of  books,  manu¬ 
scripts,  records,  works  of  art,  museum  objects,  historic  buildings, 
scientific  and  scholarly  apparatus,  and  other  cultural  resources 
against  the  hazards  of  war  and  to  formulate  long-range  plans  for 
the  conservation  and  broadest  and  wisest  use  of  cultural  resources# 

It  also  undertook  the  specific  function  of  preparing  plans  for  the 
protection  of  materials  of  cultural,  scientific,  or  historic  im¬ 
portance  in  the  possession  of  agencies  of  the  Federal  Government# 

The  necessity  for  the  use  of  many  library  and  record  holdings  in  the 
conduct  of  the  war  made  evacuation  or  any  large-scale  rearrangement 
of  them  unwise,  although  most  irreplaceable  materials  not  needed 
for  current  use  were  evacuated.  Microfilming  of  some  records  of 
extraordinary  legal  or  administrative  importance  was  also  undertaken# 
Shortage  of  manpower  and  materials  forced  abandonment  of  plans  to 
construct  special  bomb- resistant  shelters  for  protection  of  cultural 
materials# 

In  its  relations  with  State,  local,  and  private  custodians  of 
cultural  materials,  the  CCCR  functioned  principally  through  State 
committees  on  conservation  of  cultural  resources,  which  were  eventually 
established  in  almost  every  State. 

In  carrying  out  its  functions,  the  CCCR  furnished  information 
and  made  recommendations  designed  to  be  useful  to  all  custodians 
of  cultural  resources.  It  made  a  survey  of  cultural  resources 
located  within  the  District  of  Columbia  and  furnished  information 
resulting  therefrom  to  the  Public  Buildings  Administration,  which 
acted  as  an  executive  agency  for  the  Committee.  The  CCCR  initiated 
and  the  Historical  Records  Survey  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration 
carried  out  a  survey  of  space  available  for  the  temporary  deposit  of 
cultural  materials  removed  from  areas  of  danger#  These  survey  records 
are  considered  to  be  part  of  the  records  of  the  NRPB# 

The  CCCR  received  its  principal  financial  assistance  from  the 
Library  of  Congress,  the  National  Archives,  and  the  NRPB  until  that 
agency  was  abolished  effective  August  31,  1943#  An  allotment  from 
the  Protective  Construction  Unit  of  the  public  Buildings  Administra¬ 
tion  made  it  possible  to  continue  the  services  of  an  Executive 
Secretary  on  a  part-time  basis  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 
When  the  last  meeting  of  the  full  Committee  was  held  on  December  9* 
1943>  much  of  its  work  remained  unfinished. 

One  of  the  best  summaries  of  the  CCCR1  s  activities  is  to  be 
found  in  the  report  transmitted  to  the  President  on  April  12,  1943* 
entitled  Report  on  Measures  Taken  by  Agencies  of  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  to  Protect  Records,  Library  foldings.  Museum  Collections,  and 
Works  of*  Art  against  Enemy  Air  Attack  and  Other  Hazards  of  War.  The 

most  important  publication  of  the  Committee  covering  its  activities 

appears  to  be  The  Protection  of  Cultural  Resources  Against  the 
Hazards  of  War,  A  Preliminary  Handbook... February  l94£.  Circulars 
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and  other  processed  issuances  of  the  CCCR  also  provide  good  docu¬ 
mentation  of  its  work.

Completed  Historical  Records  Survey  foms  used  in  surveying  such 
cultural  materials  as  public  records,  newspapers,  maps,  art  objects, 
historical  museum  items,  scientific  objects,  manuscript  collections, 
and  imprints.  Although  the  information  obtained  about  the  object 
or  collection  depended  on  its  type,  in  general  such  information  was 
called  for  as  location  (state,  city,  institution,  and  room);  name 
of  collection,  work,  and  artist;  media  used;  provenance,  if  pertinent; 
dimensions;  space  occupied;  whether  reproduced  in  any  form,  as  by 
publication;  and  destination  or  other  disposition.  Forms  are  from 
Arkansas,  Indiana,  Louisiana,  and  Southern  California.  A  copy  of 
each  form  covering  an  object  was  sent  to  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  National  and  State  offices  and  one  or  more  to  the  custodian 
or  curator.  Arranged  by  State,  thereunder  by  city,  thereunder  by 
institution.  A  box  list  of  these  records  is  available. 

Committee  for  Congested  Production  Areas 

The  Committee  for  Congested  Production  Areas  (referred  to  as 
CCPA)  was  established  by  Executive  Order  9327  of  April  7,  1943* 
to  coordinate  Federal,  State,  and  local  governmental  activities  in 
handling  problems  resulting  from  the  congestion  of  population  in 
areas  of  rapid  industrial  expansion.  The  Committee  was  especially 
concerned  with  such  matters  as  plant  and  site  availability,  local 
labor  supply,  transportation,  commercial  facilities,  housing,  social 
services,  and  recreation;  and  it  had  authority  to  designate  any 
community  or  section  as  a  congested  area  and  to  assign  representa¬ 
tives  to  work  in  such  areas.  The  CCPA  prescribed  policies  and  pro¬ 
grams  to  meet  specific  problems,  and  its  decisions  were  binding  upon 
the  Federal  agencies  involved.  It  also  assisted  local.  State,  and 
Federal  agencies  in  obtaining  facilities  and  services  that  were 
needed  to  relieve  congestion. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget,  and  its  six  members  were  high  officials  of  the  War 
and  Navy  Departments,  the  War  Production  Board,  the  Federal  Works 
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Agency,  the  War  Manpower  Commission,  and  the  National  Housing  Agency# 
The  CCPA  carried  out  its  functions  through  a  small  headquarters 
staff  and  area  representatives*  The  National  War  Agency  Appropria¬ 
tion  Act  of  June  28,  1944  (58  Stat*  533),  provided  for  the  liquida¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  by  June  30,  1945,  although  specifically  ter¬ 
minating  it  effective  December  31*  1944»  All  but  a  few  of  the  records 
of  the  Committee,  60  feet,  are  in  the  National  Archives  and  have  been 
allocated  to  Record  Group  212. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  records  of  the  NRPB  concerning  its 
assistance  to  the  CCPA  antedate  the  formation  of  that  Committee  by 
several  years.  This  is  attributable  to  the  fact  that  the  NRPB, 
largely  through  its  Field  Service  Section  and  consultants  and  plan¬ 
ning  experts  in  the  various  field  offices,  had  already  assembled 
much  of  the  information  needed  by  the  new  Committee  or  were  in  a 
position  easily  to  obtain  it.  The  time  factor  being  of  such  great 
importance,  the  Board  was  in  a  position  greatly  to  facilitate  the 
CCPA' s  work.  For  the  most  part  the  records  reflect  the  activities 
within  the  11  regions  of  NRPB,  which  included  Alaska,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  Hawaii.

Records  "Inherited11  by  the  NRPB 


The  two  series  described  below  are  NRPB  records  only  by  inher¬ 
itance.  Dr*  Thomas  C*  Blaisdell,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Industrial  Committee  and  later  became  an  Assistant  Director  in  Charge 
of  Division  A,  entered  the  service  of  the  Federal  Government  in  July 
1933,  when  he  accepted  a  temporary  position  with  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Administration.  He  was  successively  employed  by  the 
Resettlement  Administration,  the  Consumers’  Advisory  Board  of  the 
National  Recovery  Administration,  the  National  Emergency  Council, 
the  social  Security  Board,  the  National  Resources  Committee,  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission,  and  the  NRPB.  He  brought  with 
him  to  NRPB  personal  files  accumulated  in  these  other  agencies. 
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Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these  concerns  Dr.  Blaisdell’s  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission’s  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Temporary  National  Economic  Committee.  He  was  responsible 
for  the  direction  of  a  study  of  the  insurance  industry;  a  study  of 
capital  markets,  including  the  function  of  the  investment  banking 
industry;  and  a  study  of  various  devices  used  by  corporations  for 
establishing  industrial  control  (’’Monopoly  Study”). 

Dr.  Lewis  Lorwin  transferred  to  the  NRB  from  the  Federal  Emer¬ 
gency  Administration  of  Public  Works  when  that  Board  was  set  up  on 
June  30,  1934,  and  remained  with  it  until  September  17,  1934.  He 
served  as  an  economic  adviser  to  the  Temporary  National  Economic 
Committee  from  January  to  April  1940.  In  June  1940  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Panel  of  Consultants  of  the  NRPB.  Much  of  his  work  had  to 
do  with  the  economic  planning  function  of  Division  A  and  he  was 
appointed  in  September  1942  as  Economic  Adviser  in  that  Division, 
working  mostly  in  the  field  of  postwar  planning.  He  continued  in 
this  capacity  until  the  liquidation  of  the  NRPB  in  1943#

FOREWORD 

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  -which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (19U8)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment’s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
More  than  I4.O  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records , 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  micro¬ 
film  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of 
these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of 
the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


On  June  17,  1937,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  established  the  De¬ 
partmental  Committee  on  Agricultural  Labor  to  study  farm-labor  problems. 

On  September  3,  1937,  this  committee  made  a  report  to  the  Secretary  in 
which  it  described  the  economic  conditions  affecting  agricultural  labor 
and  the  interest  and  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  other 
Government  agencies  with  respect  to  farm  labor,  and  it  recommended  several 
lines  of  action  by  the  Department.  After  making  this  report  the  committee 
was  generally  inactive  until  March  19Ul,  when  the  Secretary  requested  it 
to  develop  policies  to  deal  with  increased  problems  of  farm-labor  supply 
caused  by  national  defense  activities.  On  October  20,  I9I4.I,  the  Depart¬ 
mental  Committee  on  Agricultural  Labor  was  replaced  by  the  Interbureau 
Planning  Committee  on  Farm  Labor,  which  was  authorized  by  the  Secretary 
to  develop  plans  for  the  utilization  of  farm  labor  in  the  "Food  for  De¬ 
fense"  programs  and  for  the  present  and  future  welfare  of  agricultural 
laborers.  On  the  same  date,  the  Division  of  Labor  and  Rural  Industries 
was  established  in  the  Office  of  Agricultural  Defense  Relations  to  coor¬ 
dinate  defense  farm-labor  operations  carried  on  by  the  various  bureaus 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  assist  the  Secretary  in  liaison  ac¬ 
tivities  with  defense  agencies  concerned  with  farm  labor,  and  to  aid  in 
the  planning  of  farm-labor  programs  to  meet  defense  needs.  This  Division, 
which  came  to  be  known  as  the  Farm  Labor  Division,  was  the  Department's 
principal  administrative  unit  dealing  with  farm-labor  problems  during  19U2. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Executive  Order  9280,  dated  December  5,  19i£, 
the  farm-labor  functions  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  divided 
between  two  new  large  administrative  units,  the  Food  Production  Adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  Food  Distribution  Administration.  A  Food  Industries  Labor 
Branch  (originally  known  as  the  Manpower  Branch)  was  established  in  the 
Food  Distribution  Administration  on  January  13,  19^3,  to  develop  plans  for 
the  full  utilization  of  manpower  and  to  investigate  and  recommend  solu¬ 
tions  for  manpower  shortages  in  the  food  industries.  Ch  January  22,  19U3, 
an  Agricultural  Labor  Branch  (originally  designated  as  the  Agricultural 
Manpower  Branch)  was  established  in  the  Food  Production  Administration  to 
develop  programs  for  securing  and  using  agricultural  manpower,  transporting 
foreign  and  domestic  farm  labor,  operating  labor  centers,  and  stabilizing 
farm  wages.  Under  the  general  direction  of  this  Branch  the  Extension  Serv¬ 
ice  was  charged  with  the  mobilization,  placement,  and  utilization  of  local 
farm-labor  resources;  the  Farm  Security  Administration  with  recruitment, 
transportation,  and  housing  of  farm  laborers,  including  aliens;  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Adjustment  Agency  with  conducting  a  survey  of  local  labor  re¬ 
quirements;  and  the  Department  War  Boards  with  coordinating  at  the  State 
and  county  levels  the  farm-labor  activities  of  the  above-mentioned 
agencies. 

In  order  to  unify  and  integrate  more  closely  various  responsibilities 
in  the  farm- labor  program  assigned  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  established  the  Agricultural  Labor  Administration 
on  March  1,  19U3*  To  this  organization  were  transferred  the  functions  and 
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personnel  of  the  Agricultural  Labor  Branch,  Food  Production  Administra¬ 
tion.  It  was  also  authorized  to  investigate  labor  problems  of  the  food 
processing  and  distributing  industries  and  to  act  as  liaison  between  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  other  Government  agencies  dealing  with 
labor.  The  farm-labor  responsibilities  of  the  Extension  Service,  the 
Farm  Security  Administration,  and  the  Department  War  Boards  were  contin¬ 
ued  and  certain  related  responsibilities  of  the  Food  Distribution  Admin¬ 
istration,  the  Office  of  Personnel,  and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eco¬ 
nomics  were  to  be  carried  out  in  conformity  with  the  policies  and  proced¬ 
ures  developed  by  the  Agricultural  Labor  Administration. 

Under  provisions  of  Executive  Order  9322,  dated  March  26,  19U3,  the 
farm-labor  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Food  Production  and  Distribution  Administration,  which 
by  Executive  Order  933k,  dated  April  19,  19k3,  became  the  War  Food  Admin¬ 
istration.  On  April  30,  19k3,  authority  for  all  farm-labor  programs  of 
the  Administration  was  transferred  to  a  Deputy  Administrator,  who  was  to 
be  assisted  by  the  Director  of  the  Extension  Service  and  a  Director  of 
Interstate  and  Foreign  Labor.  This  arrangement  in  effect  abolished  the 
Agricultural  Labor  Administration. 

By  a  directive  of  the  War  Food  Administrator  issued  June  21,  19k3, 
all  farm-labor  activities  of  the  War  Food  Administration,  except  certain 
intrastate  recruitment  and  placement  functions  performed  by  the  Extension 
Service,  were  consolidated  in  an  Office  of  Labor.  Farm  Security  Adminis¬ 
tration  personnel  engaged  in  recruiting  and  transporting  foreign  workers, 
in  managing  farm-labor  centers,  and  in  operating  a  health  program  for 
agricultural  workers,  were  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Labor.  Effective 
August  lii,  19U3 ,  the  functions  of  the  Food  Industries  Labor  Branch,  Food 
Distribution  Administration  (War  Food  Administration),  were  also  trans¬ 
ferred  to  this  new  office. 

The  Office  of  Labor  had  general  responsibility  in  the  field  of  farm- 
labor  supply  and  wage  stabilization,  deriving  its  authority  from  powers 

f  ranted  the  War  Food  Administration  by  acts  of  Congress  of  April  29,  19k3 
57  Stat.  70),  and  February  lU,  19kk  (58  Stat.  ll).  Executive  orders, 
and  regulations  issued  by  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization  and  the 
War  Manpower  Commission.  It  negotiated,  through  the  State  Department, 
for  the  importation  of  foreign  agricultural  workers  to  the  United  States; 
made  arrangements  for  the  use  in  farm  work  of  conscientious  objectors, 
prisoners  of  war,  and  Japanese  evacuees  in  war  relocation  centers;  con¬ 
tracted  with  employers  for  the  employment  of  foreign  and  domestic  inter¬ 
state  farm  workers;  provided  necessary  transportation,  shelter,  medical 
care,  and  subsistence  for  interstate  farm  workers;  operated  farm-labor 
supply  centers;  set  up  State  wage  boards  to  establish  and  enforce  agri¬ 
cultural  wage  ceilings;  and  performed  liaison  services  for  the  War  Food 
Administration  in  relation  to  other  Government  agencies  dealing  with  labor 
supply  and  utilization  in  agriculture  and  the  food  processing  and  distrib¬ 
uting  industries. 
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Following  the  termination  of  the  War  Food  Administration  on  June  30, 
191*5,  the  Office  of  Labor  was  replaced  by  the  Labor  Branch  of  the  Produc¬ 
tion  and  Marketing  Administration,  which  was  established  on  August  18, 
19l*5.  This  Branch  continued  some  of  the  functions  of  the  former  Office 
of  Labor.  It  coordinated  the  development  of  programs  for  handling  farm- 
labor  problems;  negotiated  contracts  with  foreign  governments  covering 
the  importation  of  agricultural  workers;  obtained  the  necessary  transpor¬ 
tation  for  imported  agricultural  workers  and  scheduled  all  their  interna¬ 
tional  and  interstate  movements  (and  intrastate  movements  of  25  workers 
or  more);  established  standards  governing  facilities  used  to  house  and 
feed  agricultural  workers;  and  developed  for  such  workers  programs  for 
medical  services,  sanitation,  and  safety.  The  Branch  also  conducted  a 
farm-wage-atabilization  program  until  the  termination  of  this  work  by  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Order  9801  on  November  9,  19U6.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  Congress  approved  April  28,  19U7  (6l  Stat.  55),  the  farm-labor  supply 
program  was  discontinued,  effective  December  31,  19^7*  The  Labor  Branch 
was  therefore  discontinued  early  in  19U8. 

The  records  described  in  this  inventory  have  been  assigned  to  Record 
Group  221*,  Records  of  the  Office  of  Labor  (War  Food  Administration).  They 
comprise  the  records  in  that  record  group  that  had  been  transferred  to 
the  National  Archives  by  December  1952,  and  they  amount  to  1*2  cubic  feet. 
Most  of  them  were  created  or  accumulated  by  the  Office  of  Labor.  Some 
were  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Labor  by  the  two  predecessors,  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Labor  Branch  of  the  Food  Production  Administration  and  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Labor  Administration.  Others  were  created  by  the  successor  Labor 
Branch,  Production  and  Marketing  Administration;  for  the  most  part  they 
continue  series  begun  by  the  Office  of  Labor  and  deal  with  activities  and 
problems  that  were  most  significant  when  that  Office  was  in  existence. 
Moreover,  the  Labor  Branch  carried  out  activities  made  necessary  by  post¬ 
war  farm-labor  conditions,  retained  essentially  the  organization  of  the 
Office  of  Labor,  and  operated  in  an  area  unrelated  to  the  primary  work  of 
the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration.  For  these  reasons  the  Labor 
Branch  records  described  in  the  inventory  have  been  assigned  to  the  Office 
of  Labor  record  group. 

Records  of  several  offices  and  bureaus  in  other  record  groups  in  the 
National  Archives  contain  material  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Office  of 
Labor  and  its  predecessor  agencies.  Especially  noteworthy  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  are  general  correspondence  series  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  the  War  Food  Administrator,  and  the  Office  for  Agricultural 
War  Relations,  all  of  which  are  allocated  to  Record  Group  16,  General 
Records  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Records  of  the  Extension  Serv¬ 
ice  (RG  33)  contain  material  relating  to  the  participation  of  the  Service 
in  the  Government's  farm-labor  program  during  World  War  II  and  its  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  Office  of  Labor.  Correspondence  relating  to  labor  problems 
in  food  industries  during  the  war  is  among  records  of  the  Office  of  Dis¬ 
tribution  in  Record  Group  136,  Records  of  the  Office  of  Marketing  Serv¬ 
ices.  Some  records  relating  to  housing  and  health  service  for  agricul¬ 
tural  laborers  are  among  records  of  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
(RG  96)  and  a  few  pertaining  to  farm-labor  planning  are  among  records  of 
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the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  (RG  83).  Records  of  the  Office  of 
War  Mobilization  and  Reconversion  (RG  250)  contain  materials  relating 
to  agricultural  wage-stabilization  programs  and  policies,  and  records 
of  the  Y.'ar  Manpower  Commission  (RG  211 )  include  data  pertaining  to  agri¬ 
cultural  manpower  problems. 

Records  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Agricultural  Labor  and  the 
Interbureau  Planning  Committee  on  Farm  Labor  apparently  were  not  main¬ 
tained  as  separate  series  but  rather  were  interfiled  with  records  of  of¬ 
fices  or  bureaus  in  which  the  committee  members  regularly  were  employed 
or  to  which  they  reported. 


Personnel  records  of  the  Office  of  Labor  have  been  retained  by  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration  or  transferred  with  its  noncur¬ 
rent  personnel  records  to  the  Federal  Records  Center,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  The 
Administration  plans  to  transfer  to  the  Federal  Records  Center,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  certain  records  relating  to  transportation  of  agricultural  laborers, 
disposal  of  labor  camps,  accounting,  health  service,  and  other  facilita¬ 
ting  operations  of  the  farm-labor  program.  Some  records  relating  to  the 
disposal  of  labor  camps  were  transferred  to  the  Public  Housing  Adminis¬ 
tration,  which  was  charged  with  liquidating  this  phase  of  the  program. 
Copies  of  instructions  for  agricultural  workers'  health  associations,  cer¬ 
tain  reports  of  these  associations,  policy  and  procedural  issuances  for 
State  wage  boards,  and  news  issuances  for  foreign  agricultural  workers 
were  transferred  to  the  Library  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

The  director  of  the  labor  program  conducted  by  the  War  Food  Administra¬ 
tion  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  authorized  to  establish  wage 
boards  for  various  States.  These  boards  were  given  authority  to  hold 
public  hearings  in  order  to  obtain  information  for  the  purpose  of  recom¬ 
mending  areas,  crops,  classes  of  employers  or  otherwise,  for  which  wage 
rates  should  be  established  and  to  determine  whether  there  had  been  vio¬ 
lations  of  agricultural  wage  regulations.  The  director  of  the  program, 
at  his  discretion,  could  delegate  to  the  boards  authority  to  pass  upon 
applications  for  increases  or  decreases  in  salaries  or  wages  of  agricul¬ 
tural  labor  in  their  States  and  such  other  functions  as  he  deemed  appro¬ 
priate  . 

The  transcripts  of  hearings  of  State  WFA  and  USDA  Wage  Boards  in  this 
series  were  accumulated  by  the  Wage  Stabilization  Division  of  the  Office 
of  Labor  and  the  Labor  Branch.

They  were  organized 
largely  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Farm  Security  Administra¬ 
tion,  State  departments  of  health,  and  medical  associations  and  were  em¬ 
powered  to  receive  gifts  and  loans  from  the  Farm  Security  Administration 
(later  from  the  Office  of  Labor  and  the  Labor  Branch)  and  other  public 
or  private  sources. 
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This  series  consists  of  reports  and  manuals  of  the  Agricultural  Work¬ 
ers  Health  Association,  which  operated  in  Oregon,  Washington,  and  Idaho; 
the  Agricultural  Workers  Health  and  Medical  Association,  which  operated 
in  California  and  Arizona;  and  the  Midwestern  Agricultural  Workers  Health 
Association,  which  operated  in  Indiana,  Ohio,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Iowa, 
Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Minnesota.  The  reports  are  narrative  and  sta¬ 
tistical  in  form  and  show  the  activities,  problems,  and  expenditures  of 
the  associations.  The  manuals  relate  to  procedures  followed  in  clinics 
of  the  Agricultural  Workers  Health  Association  and  instructions  for  a 
home  management  program  in  farm  family  labor  camps .  Arranged  alphabeti¬ 
cally  by  names  of  associations  and  thereunder  chronologically.

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FO  REWORD 


To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  Which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment’s  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
More  than  40  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921 ,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal  Rec 
ords  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  micro¬ 
film  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of 
these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of 
the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase.

INTRODUCTION 

Both  the  Commissioners  of  Patents  and  the  Commissioners  of  Agriculture 
displayed  interest  from  time  to  time  in  the  application  of  civil  and  me¬ 
chanical  engineering  to  agriculture.  The  annual  appropriation  act  of 
June  16,  1880,  gave  the  Department  of  Agriculture  a  grant  to  collect  irri¬ 
gation  data.l  But  the  first  Federal  administrative  unit  with  the  specific 
function  of  carrying  on  research  in  agricultural  engineering  was  the  Office 
of  Irrigation  Inquiry,  established  in  1890  to  collect  irrigation  data  and 
to  study  artesian  wells.  The  appropriations  for  this  inquiry  soon  ceased, 
and  the  Office  went  out  of  existence  in  1895.  Bound  volumes  of  its  out¬ 
going  correspondence,  1890-91,  and  1893-95,  are  allocated  to  Record  Group 
16,  General  Records  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Records  in  the  record  group  covered  by  this  inventory  go  back  to  1898, 
when  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  received  a  grant  to  collect  and  pub¬ 
lish  data  on  irrigation.  Subsequent  legislation  widened  the  scope  of  the 
irrigation  investigations  in  this  Office.  In  1903  drainage  work  was  added 
to  the  functions  of  the  Office’s  Irrigation  Investigations  Division;  irri¬ 
gation  and  drainage  problems  were  handled  by  the  same  division  until  1907, 
when  a  separate  Drainage  Investigations  Division  was  formed.  The  Office 
of  Experiment  Stations  had  also  started  work  on  farm  machinery  and  struc¬ 
tures.  This  was  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  of  the  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry  by  1908. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year 
1916  consolidated  the  irrigation  and  drainage  work  of  the  Office  of  Exper¬ 
iment  Stations,  the  farm  architecture  and  machinery  work  of  the  Office  of 
Farm  Management,  and  the  functions  of  the  Office  of  Public  Roads  in  a  new 
agency  called  the  Office  of  Public  Roads  and  Rural  Engineering  until  its 
name  was  changed  in  1918  to  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  This  reorganization 
brought  most  of  the  civil  and  mechanical  engineering  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  into  one  bureau.  Within  that  Bureau,  however,  the  Drainage,  Irriga¬ 
tion,  and  Rural  Engineering  (that  is,  structures  and  machinery)  Investi¬ 
gations  continued  as  separate  units  until  1921 ,  when  they  were  brought  to¬ 
gether  in  a  newly  created  Division  of  Agricultural  Engineering. 

On  July  1,  1931,  in  accordance  with  the  Department’s  appropriation  act 
for  the  fiscal  year  1932,  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Engineering  was 
given  bureau  status.  On  April  1,  1935,  its  research  in  soil-erosion  con¬ 
trol  was  transferred  to  the  recently  established  Soil  Conservation  Service 
in  accordance  with  Memorandum  665  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and  the 
construction  and  hydrological  work  of  its  Divisions  of  Drainage  and  Irri¬ 
gation  was  transferred  to  the  same  Service  in  1938.  The  other  functions 
of  these  Divisions  were  given  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.  Shorn  of 


These  data  were  published  in  1886  in  Irrigation  in  the  United  States. 
•  .  .  By  Richard  J.  Hinton. 
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these  functions,  the  Bureau  was,  by  the  Secretary's  Memorandum  789,  effec¬ 
tive  October  16,  1938,  and  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  1940, 
approved  June  30,  1939,  merged  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils  to 
form  the  new  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Chemistry  and  Engineering.  In  1943  the 
engineering  functions  were  transferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry, 

Soils,  and  Agricultural  Engineering  in  accordance  with  the  Secretary's  Mem¬ 
oranda  960  and  986  of  February  13,  1941,  and  February  25,  1942,  respectively. 

Federal  agricultural  engineering  work  has  been  varied  in  nature.  Irri¬ 
gation  investigations  have  been  concerned  with  the  utilization,  flow,  and 
measurement  of  water,  irrigation  appliances,  and  irrigation  customs  and  laws. 
Drainage  research  has  covered  such  topics  as  the  construction;  maintenance, 
and  operation  of  drainage  systems,  water  flow  and  run-off,  machinery  (espe¬ 
cially  pumps),  soil  erosion,  drainage  requirements  of  soils,  and  the  organ¬ 
ization  and  operation  of  drainage  districts.  Mechanical  research  has  dealt 
with  processing  machinery,  insect-control  machinery,  harvesting  devices, 
fertilizer  distributors,  tractors  and  other  power  sources,  and  heating  and 
drying  equipment  and  has  also  included  studies  of  the  history  and  economic 
consequences  of  the  use  of  agricultural  machinery.  Structural  research  has 
been  concerned  with  the  design  of  homes,  barns,  and  storage  facilities, 
methods  of  temperature  control,  water  supply  and  disposal,  and  power  in¬ 
stallations.  In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  and  its 
predecessors  conducted  studies  of  farm  land  efficiency,  acted  as  an  engineer¬ 
ing  consultant  for  other  bureaus  of  the  Department  as  well  as  some  other 
Federal  agencies  in  designing  machines  and  structures,  and  had  an  extension 
program. 

Except  for  the  records  created  before  1916  by  the  investigations  in  the 
Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  which  were  maintained  on  the  divisional  level, 
the  only  records  in  the  National  Archives  referring  to  this  entire  range  of 
activities  are  the  general  correspondence  files  of  the  Division  of  Agricul¬ 
tural  Engineering,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  (1915-31),  and  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Engineering  (1931-39).  Records  at  lower  administrative  levels 
are  fragmentary  and,  for  the  most  part,  consist  of  documents  relating  to  a 
few  research  projects,  correspondence  accumulated  in  field  offices,  and  other 
items  that  were  not  incorporated  in  the  general  correspondence.  When  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  was  dissolved,  the  records  were  divided 
up  among  the  successor  agencies  but  many  of  the  parts  were  kept  intact. 

When  these  records  were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  and  reassem¬ 
bled,  they  formed  so  distinct  a  block  that  it  was  decided  to  set  them  off 
as  a  separate  record  group  to  end  in  1939,  when  the  Bureau  was  abolished 
and  its  functions  were  distributed.  This  is  Record  Group  8,  entitled  Rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering.  It  does  not,  however, 
contain  all  the  records  of  the  former  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering. 

Many  documents  were  incorporated  in  the  files  of  successor  agencies,  and 
others  were  retained  by  these  successors,  particularly  in  their  field  offic03, 
as  small  discrete  bodies  of  engineering  records.  These  records,  except  for 
separately  filed  records  dated  1939  and  earlier,  are  considered  to  have 
become  parts  of  the  records  of  the  successor  agencies  and  will  be  described 
in  inventories  covering  those  records.  This  inventory  covers  all  the  records 
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in  Record  Group  8  that  had  been  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  by 
December  1952.  They  amount  to  393  feet. 

The  General  Records  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  (RG  16)  and  the  rec¬ 
ords  of  cooperating  bureaus  contain  material  related  to  the  records  of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering.  Of  particular  interest  are  the  records 
of  the  Division  of  Irrigation  Agriculture  of  the  Bureau  of  PI Ant  Industry, 
Soils,  and  Agricultural  Engineering  (RG  54).  This  Division  studied  dry  and 
irrigated  farming  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  botanist,  rather  than  the  engi¬ 
neer,  but  complemented  and  overlapped  the  work  of  the  Irrigation  Division 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering, 

Related  records  outside  the  Department  of  Agriculture  include  those  of 
the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  (RG  115)  and  General  Records  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  (RG  48).  Some  of  these  records  relate  to  the  work  of  the  Irri¬ 
gation  Division  of  advising  farmers  who  were  setting  up  irrigation  districts 
under  the  terms  of  the  Carey  and  Newlands  Acts  about  legal  matters,  ditch 
construction,  and  the  application  of  water  to  plants.  Other  material  re¬ 
lating  to  irrigation  is  in  the  records  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Irrigation 
and  Reclamation  (RG  46),  the  Census  Bureau  (RG  29),  the  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs  (RG  75),  and  the  National  Resources  Planning  Board  (RG  187).  Addi¬ 
tional  material  relating  to  drainage  is  in  the  records  of  the  Census  Bureau, 
the  National  Resources  Planning  Board,  and  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Engi¬ 
neers  (RG  77).  Records  relating  to  New  Deal  emergency  activities  in  agri¬ 
cultural  engineering  are  among  the  records  of  the  Work  Projects  Administra¬ 
tion  (RG  69),  the  Public  Works  Administration  (RG  135),  the  Soil  Conserva¬ 
tion  Service  (RG  114),  the  Forest  Service  (RG  95),  and  the  Civilian  Conserva¬ 
tion  Corps  (RG  35).  Among  the  records  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
(RG  122)  are  documents  relating  to  the  World  War  I  investigation  of  the  farm 
implement  industry.

Records  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations 

Records  of  Irrigation  Investigations 

In  1898  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  received  an  appropriation  of 
$10  ,000  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  data  on  irrigation  "includ¬ 
ing  the  employment  of  practical  agents"  (30  Stat.  335).  The  next  year  the 
scope  was  broadened  to  include  irrigation  law,  the  actual  utilization  of 
water,  and  improvement  of  irrigation  methods.  The  unit  carrying  out  these 
functions  was  variously  known  as  the  Irrigation  Investigations,  the  Irri¬ 
gation  Division,  and  the  Irrigation  Investigations  Division.  El wood  Mead, 
then  State  Engineer  of  Wyoming  and  later  Commissioner  of  Reclamation,  was 
named  head  of  the  unit.  His  headquarters  was  at  Cheyenne,  Wyo. ,  and  in 
1901  was  moved  to  Berkeley,  Calif.  Although  established  with  the  needs  of 
the  West  in  mind,  the  irrigation  work  was  soon  extended  to  the  East.  From 
1903  to  1907  irrigation  and  drainage  were  handled  by  one  administrative 
unit,  but  separate  records  were  maintained  for  the  two  fields.

By  that  year  the  unit  for  Irrigation  Investigations 
was  also  concerned  with  the  drainage  of  irrigated  lands.  In  1903  work  re¬ 
lating  to  drainage  of  humid  areas  was  formally  merged  with  the  Irrigation 
Investigations  Division  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  and  from  1904 
to  1907  there  existed  a  Division  of  Irrigation  and  Drainage.  Drainage  work 
was  placed  in  a  separate  division  in  1907.  The  drainage  records  prior  to 
1907,  however,  were  apparently  maintained  separately  from  the  irrigation 
records.  The  major  work  of  the  Drainage  Investigations  Division  consisted 
of  aiding  in  the  establishment  of  drainage  districts.  In  addition,  work 
was  begun  on  water  flow,  drain  construction,  and  erosion  control.

Records  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Engineering 

At  first  there  were  three  separate  agricultural  engineering  divisions 
in  the  Office  that  became  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  *  namely,  the  Irriga¬ 
tion,  Drainage,  and  Rural  Engineering  Investigations.  .  In  1918  the  Irriga¬ 
tion  Investigations  Division  headquarters  was  permanently  established  at 
Berkeley,  Calif.  A  reorganization  of  the  same  year  gave  that  Division  con¬ 
trol  of  water  projects  west  of  the  ninety-seventh  parallel,  and  the  Drain¬ 
age  Investigations  Division  control  over  projects  east  of  the  parallel, 
with  a  few  minor  exceptions.  The  Rural  Engineering  Investigations  Divi¬ 
sion  was  concerned  with  farm  buildings  and  machinery.  In  1921,  the  three 
investigations  were  consolidated  to  form  the  Division  of  Agricultural 
Engineering.

drafts  of  contracts,  shipping  records,  and  inventories.  Arranged  in  rough 
chronological  order.

Yerkes  of  this  Division  and  secretary  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Farm  Imple¬ 
ments  of  the  Food  Production  Program  Committee  sent  out  questionnaires  to 
field  representatives  of  the  Department  and  private  individuals  on  the 
supply,  demand,  and  condition  of  implements. 

The  Food  Control  Act  of  1917  was  not  invoked  by  the  United  States  Food 
Administration  to  control  farm  machinery.  On  May  13,  1918,  rising  public 
indignation  over  the  implement  situation  resulted  in  the  passage  of  a 
Senate  Resolution  (No.  223,  65th  Cong.,  2d  sess.  )  for  a  Federal  Trade  Com¬ 
mission  investigation  of  the  industry.  The  next  day  a  Presidential  proc¬ 
lamation  invoked  controls.  All  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  as  well  as 
retailers  with  an  annual  business  exceeding  $100,000  were  required  to 
obtain  licenses.  The  administration  of  controls  was  placed  in  the  Office 
of  Farm  Equipment  Control,  headed  by  Junius  F.  Cook,  Assistant  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  with  a  staff  largely  drawn  from  the  Division  of 
Rural  Engineering.  On  November  30,  1918,  controls  were  removed,  and  any 
remaining  activities  of  the  Office  were  transferred  to  the  Division  of 
Rural  Engineering  along  with  the  records.

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FOREWORD 

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  Which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  "preliminary"  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

'When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared. 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (1948)  and  a  brief  guide,  Your  Govern¬ 
ment's  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
More  than  40  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921 ,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide,  Federal  Rec 
ords  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  micro¬ 
film  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of 
these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of 
the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Planning  and  preparations  for  national  censorship  of  international 
communications  were  under  way  long  before  the  Japanese  attack  on  Pearl 
Harbor.  Before  the  Censorship  Board,  which  controlled  all  censorship  in 
the  United  States  during  the  first  World  War,  was  discontinued  in  1919 
it  recommended  that  in  the  event  of  a  future  war  all  censorship  be  placed 
under  the  control  of  a  civilian  director  assisted  by  an  Army  officer 
charged  with  censorship  of  communications  by  mail,  telegraph,  and  tele¬ 
phone  and  by  a  Navy  officer  charged  with  censorship  of  communications  by 
cable  and  radio.  This  recommendation  was  followed  to  the  extent  that  the 
War  Department  accepted  responsibility  for  planning  the  censorship  of  in¬ 
ternational  postal  and  wire  communications,  and  the  Navy  Department  for 
planning  the  censorship  of  cable  traffic.  In  1940,  prodded  by  events 
abroad,  the  Joint  Army  and  Navy  Board  evolved  a  plan  for  the  creation  of 
a  Public  Relations  Administration.  This  plan,  which  contained  a  proposal 
for  domestic  as  well  as  international  censorship,  was  rejected  by  the 
President,  who  directed  the  Board  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  censorship  of 
international  communications  only.  A  new  plan  calling  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Director  of  Censorship  and  the  establishment  of  an  Advisory  Board  was 
finally  approved  by  the  President  on  June  4,  1941.  Under  this  plan  the 
Director  was  to  designate  an  Army  officer  as  "Chief  Postal  and  Wire  Censor" 
and  a  Navy  officer  as  "Chief  Cable  and  Radio  Censor." 

To  work  out  details  of  the  plan,  including  necessary  legislation,  the 
President  appointed  a  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Postmaster 
General.  At  this  committee's  request,  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
conducted  a  survey  of  the  current  practices  of  Federal  agencies  in  the 
field  of  censorship  or  related  work.  By  December  7,  1941,  the  Bureau  had 
ready  a  report  recommending  the  organization  of  a  censorship  agency,  indi¬ 
cating  how  existing  departments  might  help,  and  outlining  what  had  already 
been  done.  The  plan  in  the  report,  in  general,  followed  the  one  approved 
in  June,  but  there  were  significant  additions.  At  the  outset  censorship 
was  to  be  limited  to  international  communications,  but  the  President  was 
to  have  the  power  to  expand  operations  into  specifically  designated  fields 
when  in  his  opinion  such  expansion  was  necessary;  no  restrictions  were  to 
be  placed  on  the  President's  choice  of  a  Director  or  upon  the  Director  in 
his  selection  of  personnel;  the  Director  was  to  have  absolute  authority 
and  would  be  responsible  to  no  other  agency  of  the  Government.  The  Bu¬ 
reau's  plan  became  the  basis  for  final  consideration  by  the  committee  and, 
although  some  of  its  measures  were  not  adopted,  it  was,  on  the  whole,  fol¬ 
lowed  in  censorship  operations  during  World  War  II. 

Active  preparation  for  wartime  censorship  was  undertaken  by  the  Navy 
Department  with  the  President's  declaration  of  a  state  of  national  emer¬ 
gency  in  1939.  Commander  H.  K.  Fenn  was  detailed  to  the  Office  of  the 
Chief  of  Naval  Operations  to  organize  the  censorship  of  cable  and  radio 
traffic.  His  task  of  planning  a  cable  censorship  network  included  the 
making  of  a  study  of  the  nature  of  the  traffic  to  be  handled  and  of  the 
operations  of  commercial  communications  companies,  the  determination  of 
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strategic  locations  for  field  stations,  the  drawing  up  of  tentative  cable 
censorship  regulations  for  the  communications  companies  and  the  public, 
and  the  establishment  of  liaison  with  affected  Government  agencies.  Meth¬ 
ods  were  devised  for  routing  traffic  to  cable  censorship  stations  from 
communications  concerns  *>nd  for  examining  messages  and  returning  them  with 
the  least  possible  delay  to  the  carriers.  Necessary  space  for  headquarters 
and  stations  was  procured  and  equipment  tentatively  ordered.  Selected 
naval  reservists  were  trained  in  the  technique  of  cable  censorship  and  in 
specialized  fields  of  world  commerce  and  were  assigned  to  naval  districts 
to  establish  cable  censorship  field  stations.  The  success  of  this  prewar 
preparation  became  evident  when  hostilities  began.  Cable  stations  at  New 
York  and  San  Francisco  began  monitoring  traffic  immediately  after  the  raid 
on  Pearl  Harbor,  and  other  stations  went  into  operation  only  a  few  hours 
later. 

Active  War  Department  preparation  for  postal  censorship  began  with 
the  President's  approval  of  the  Joint  Army  and  Navy  Board's  plan  for  the 
censorship  of  international  communications  in  1941.  A  Censorship  Branch 
under  the  direction  of  Maj.  W,  P.  Corderman  was  established  in  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Intelligence  Division  of  the  War  Department  General  Staff.  Plans 
were  made  for  training  officers  who  would  form  the  initial  cadre  for  cen¬ 
sorship  stations  in  the  field  and  for  key  positions  in  headquarters.  After 
completing  their  training  certain  officers  were  assigned  to  corps  area  and 
department  headquarters,  where  they  prepared  plans  for  censoring  mail  and 
wire  communications  that  passed  out  of  or  into  the  United  States  or  its 
possessions  through  the  geographical  limits  of  their  corps  areas  or  depart¬ 
ments.  Officers  who  remained  in  Washington  were  assigned  to  duties  in 
planning  the  various  headquarters'  activities.  When  war  came  on  December 
7,  1941,  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  put  wire  censorship  into  effect, 
and  the  next  day  the  Secretary  of  War  ordered  the  censorship  of  interna¬ 
tional  telegraph  and  telephone  circuits  on  the  Mexican  border. 

On  December  8  the  President  designated  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  Director  of 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  as  Acting  Director  of  Censorship  to 
coordinate  all  national  censorship  arrangements  until  legislation  could 
be  passed  and  further  instructions  were  received  from  the  President.  Mr. 
Hoover  immediately  called  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  interested  a- 
gencies  and  appointed  committees  to  consider  legislation  and  policy,  to 
coordinate  censorship  activities  already  in  effect,  and  to  begin  censor¬ 
ship  operations.  On  December  11  Mr.  Hoover  directed  that  postal  censor¬ 
ship  be  commenced  at  once  under  the  War  Department,  that  regulations  be 
drawn  to  cover  the  relationship  between  postmasters  and  censorship  field 
stations,  and  that  necessary  funds  be  provided  from  the  President's  Ener- 
gency  Fund. 

The  First  War  Powers  Act,  approved  on  December  18,  1941  (55  Stat. 

840 ),  contained  broad  grants  of  Executive  authority  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  war,  including  a  provision  for  censorship.  The  next  day  the  President 
signed  Executive  Order  8985,  which  established  the  Office  of  Censorship 
and  conferred  on  its  Director  the  power  to  censor  international  communica¬ 
tions  in  "his  absolute  discretion."  The  order  also  set  up  a  Censorship

Policy  Board  to  advise  the  Director  with  respect  to  policy  and  the  coordi¬ 
nation  and  integration  of  censorship  activities,  and  authorized  the  Di¬ 
rector  to  establish  a  Censorship  Operating  Board  that  would  arrange  for 
the  use  by  other  Government  agencies  of  information  acquired  through  the 
interception  of  communications. 

These  Boards  held  few  meetings  but  were,  on  occasion,  of  great  assist¬ 
ance.  The  Censorship  Policy  Board,  of  which  the  Postmaster  General  was 
Chairman,  considered  such  topics  as  the  development  of  plans  for  press  and 
broadcasting  Codes  of  Wartime  Practices;  criticism  in  Congress  of  censor¬ 
ship  of  Alaskan  mail  without  legislative  authority;  and  problems  likely  to 
be  encountered  in  the  liquidation  of  censorship  activities.  The  Censorship 
Operating  Board,  composed  of  representatives  of  15  Federal  agencies  speci¬ 
fied  by  the  Director,  did  most  of  its  effective  work  through  daily  contacts 
by  letter  or  telephone  with  its  individual  members  and  through  subcommittees 
that  took  up  specific  operating  problems  such  as  the  necessity  for  trans¬ 
lations  of  the  foreign-language  press,  the  difficulties  of  censorship  on  the 
Mexican  border,  the  possibility  of  evasion  of  censorship  by  the  use  of  car¬ 
rier  pigeons,  and  the  censorship  of  photographic  films,  plates,  and  prints, 
which  resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Film  Boards  of  Review. 

Byron  Price,  a  newspaperman  of  long  experience  and  acting  general 
manager  of  the  Associated  Press,  was  appointed  Director  of  Censorship  and 
remained  in  that  office  throughout  the  agency's  existence.  He  immediately 
began  to  organize  his  agency,  utilizing  existing  facilities  of  the  War  and 
Navy  Departments  wherever  possible.  On  March  15,  1942,  Army  and  Navy  per¬ 
sonnel  engaged  in  censorship  activities  were  formally  transferred  from  the 
War  and  Navy  Departments  to  the  Office  of  Censorship,  Although  the  person¬ 
nel  involved  had  been  working  under  the  authority  of  the  Director  of  Cen¬ 
sorship,  administrative  duties  had  been  carried  out  by  the  older  Depart¬ 
ments  because  the  Administrative  Division  had  not  been  fully  staffed.  This 
Division,  established  in  the  Office  of  the  Director,  had  four  functions: 
budget  and  finance,  personnel,  procurement,  and  general  services.  Full 
administrative  control  of  the  district  stations  was  retained  by  the  Chief 
Postal  and  Chief  Cable  Censors;  the  Administrative  Division  acted  as  an 
independent  check  on  the  legality  of  administrative  actions  and  on  adher¬ 
ence  to  established  Federal  policies  and  procedures.  The  Division  main¬ 
tained  all  contacts  of  the  Office  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Accounting  Office,  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  other  Federal 
control  agencies,  and  made  sure  that  operating  programs  were  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  these  agencies. 

In  addition  to  exercising  general  administrative  direction  over  all 
censorship  activities  relating  to  international  communications,  the  Di¬ 
rector  was  instructed  by  the  President  to  coordinate  the  efforts  of  the 
domestic  press  and  radio  in  voluntarily  withholding  information  the  circu¬ 
lation  of  which  would  endanger  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  This  problem 
was  given  priority,  since  postal  and  cable  censorship  of  international 
communications  was  already  well  under  way  whereas  nothing  had  been  done 
in  the  field  of  domestic  voluntary  censorship.  John  H.  Sorrells,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  Scripps-Howard  Newspaper  Alliance,  was  named 
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Assistant  Director  for  Press,  and  J.  Harold  Ryan,  a  radio  industry  execu¬ 
tive,  Assistant  Director  for  Broadcasting.  The  Assistant  Directors  had 
the  double  task  of  making  staff  selections  and  at  the  same  time  beginning 
work  on  the  voluntary  Codes  of  Wartime  Practices  for  press  and  radio. 

These  codes  set  forth  in  simple  terms  subjects  that  contained  information 
of  value  to  the  enemy  and  which,  therefore,  should  not  be  published  or 
broadcasted  without  authorization  by  a  qualified  Government  source.  The 
Office  of  Censorship  did  not  undertake  to  suppress  the  publication  or 
broadcast  of  anything  that  was  given  out  officially  by  a  qualified  Gov¬ 
ernment  authority,  even  when  the  information  violated  one  of  the  code’s 
restrictions.  The  work  of  the  Press  and  Broadcasting  Divisions  was  limited 
to  determining  what  went  into  the  codes,  deciding  whether  a  given  set  of 
facts  was  covered  by  code  restrictions,  and  defining  what  constituted  ap¬ 
propriate  authority.  To  make  sure  that  code  requirements  were  understood, 
a  spot-check  of  the  press  and  a  limited  monitoring  of  news  broadcasts  were 
begun.  As  a  means  of  obtaining  complete  cooperation  with  the  press,  the 
Press  Division  established  an  Advisory  Board,  composed  of  representatives 
of  publishers'  and  editors'  associations.  It  also  selected  one  editor  in 
each  State  to  spread  the  gospel  of  voluntary  censorship  among  his  colleagues. 
By  and  large,  the  Press  and  Broadcasting  Divisions  were  able  to  impose  re¬ 
strictions  without  too  much  industry  complaint.  Their  staffs  were  avail¬ 
able  for  inquiries  24  hours  a  day.  At  full  strength  the  Press  and  Broad¬ 
casting  Divisions  had  nine  newspapermen  and  six  radio  men,  respectively. 

While  censorship  of  publications  circulating  within  the  United  States 
was  on  a  voluntary  basis,  the  information  in  them  became  subject  to  border 
censorship  when  it  was  offered  for  transmission  outside  of  the  country. 

At  first  the  Cable  Division  censored  press  dispatches  entering  or  leaving 
the  country  by  cable,  telegraph,  or  telephone,  but  in  December  1942  super¬ 
vision  for  cable  press  censorship  was  transferred  to  the  Press  Division. 

At  the  same  time  the  Director  transferred  the  censoring  of  international 
short-wave  broadcasting  stations  from  the  Cable  to  the  Broadcasting  Divi¬ 
sion.  When  it  became  apparent  that  the  broadcasts  in  foreign  languages 
required  a  closer  supervision  for  the  sake  of  national  security,  a  foreign- 
language  section  was  set  up  with  translators  to  check  a  cross-section  of 
such  broadcasts  against  the  original  scripts  and  their  translations. 

When  the  Office  of  Censorship  was  organized  under  a  civilian  director, 
the  censorship  activities  carried  on  by  the  War  Department  were  placed  in 
the  Postal  Division  under  the  direction  of  a  Chief  Postal  Censor.  As  the 
combat  responsibilities  of  the  Army  increased,  the  Secretary  of  War  decided 
that  Army  officers  assigned  to  civilian  agencies  should  be  recalled,  and 
accordingly  during  the  last  half  of  1942  all  but  a  few  of  the  officers 
holding  key  positions  in  the  Postal  Division  were  replaced  by  civilians. 
Censorship  of  the  mails  was  a  mass  operation  and  at  its  peak  the  Postal 
Division  employed  more  than  10t000  persons.  Most  of  these  worked  in  the 
9  domestic  and  3  overseas  district  postal  stations,  which  did  the  actual 
censoring  of  the  mails,  referring  to  headquarters  only  a  very  small  portion 
presenting  special  problems.  In  addition  to  administering  the  censorship 
of  postal  matter,  the  Postal  Division  maintained  close  liaison  with  postal 
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censorship  authorities  in  Allied  countries  for  purposes  of  exchanging  in¬ 
formation  and  coordinating  censorship  activities;  established  policies 
and  procedures  for  the  examination  and  disposition  of  special  categories 
of  mail  such  as  financial  mail,  privileged  mail,  prisoner-of-war  mail, 
and  mail  channeled  through  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Vatican;  examined  all 
printed  and  pictorial  material  referred  by  field  stations  and  cooperated 
with  the  Board  of  Economic  Warfare  in  the  examination  of  publications  con¬ 
taining  technical  data;  directed  the  examination  of  philatelic  material 
contained  in  mails  subject  to  censorship;  and  handled  complaints  from  the 
public,  Government  agencies,  and  foreign  government  officials  concerning 
delay  or  loss  of  mail  matter.  Travelers*  Censorship  Units,  located  in 
customhouses  at  seaports,  international  bridges,  and  border  crossings, 
were  responsible  for  the  examination  of  tangible  communications  carried 
by  travelers  entering  or  leaving  the  United  States.  Three  Film  Boards  of 
Review  operated  under  the  direction  of  the  Postal  Division:  one  in  Los 
Angeles,  which  censored  all  entertainment  films  offered  for  export;  one 
in  New  York,  which  reviewed  news  reels,  both  imported  and  exported,  and 
all  imported  motion  pictures;  and  one  in  Rochester,  which  censored  amateur 
pictures,  both  still  and  motion. 

Responsibility  for  the  censorship  of  international  telecommunications 
—cablegrams,  radiograms,  and  radiotelephone  calls — rested  on  the  Cable 
Division  under  the  direction  of  a  Chief  Cable  Censor.  The  Division  main¬ 
tained  a  carefully  planned  teletype  network  with  all  cable  field  stations 
(where  the  actual  censoring  was  done),  promulgated  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  guidance  of  the  public  and  the  communications  companies,  answered 
complaints  and  checked  violations,  and  considered  all  applications  for 
special  cable  privileges.  The  Cable  Division  determined  over-all  cable 
censorship  policy,  was  responsible  for  the  uniformity  of  censorship  action 
by  all  field  stations,  and  maintained  liaison  between  cable  censorship  as 
a  whole  and  other  agencies  of  the  Government. 

To  effect  a  closer  correlation  of  censorship  activities,  representa¬ 
tives  of  Great  Britain,  Canada,  and  the  United  States  signed  an  agreement 
providing  for  the  complete  exchange  of  information  among  all  concerned  and 
the  creation  of  a  central  clearinghouse  of  information  within  the  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Office  of  Censorship.  Out  of  this  clearinghouse  was  created 
the  Division  of  Reports,  which  had  nothing  to  do  with  actual  censoring  but 
which  controlled  the  allocation  and  distribution  to  Government  agencies  of 
valuable  information  obtained  from  United  States  and  foreign  censorship 
sources  and  maintained  liaison  with  user  agencies  to  determine  the  types 
of  intercepted  information  required  by  each.  In  July  1943  the  increasing 
importance  of  liaison  activities  led  to  the  transfer  of  this  function  from 
the  Reports  Division  to  the  Director’s  Office;  a  few  months  later  the  allo¬ 
cation  function  was  also  transferred  and  the  Division  of  Reports  abolished. 
The  work  of  duplicating,  distributing,  and  filing  records  of  submissions 
was  placed  in  the  Service  Section  of  the  Administrative  Division.  Except 
for  the  establishment  of  a  legal  unit  in  the  Office  of  the  Director  in  late 
1943  to  centralize  and  coordinate  legal  work  previously  handled  within  the 
operating  divisions,  there  were  no  other  major  changes  in  the  divisional 
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framework  of  the  Censorship  Office.  The  final  organization  consisted  of 
the  Office  of  the  Director,  comprised  of  the  Administrative  Division,  the 
Liaison  and  Digest  Section,  and  the  Legal  Office;  and  five  operating  di¬ 
visions — Postal,  Cable,  Press,  Broadcasting,  and  Technical  Operations. 

As  the  Allied  military  situation  continued  to  improve,  plans  for  ad¬ 
justment  and  eventual  cessation  of  all  censorship  were  devised.  An  X-plan 
was  issued,  giving  in  detail  the  steps  to  be  taken  for  reduction  of  oper¬ 
ations  and  personnel  after  Germany’s  defeat.  Even  before  VE-day  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Postal  Station  and  the  Seattle  Postal  and  Cable  Stations  were  closed. 
After  Germany's  surrender,  censorship  regulations  and  the  press  and  radio 
codes  were  revised  to  conform  to  the  needs  of  a  new  military  situation. 
Censorship  of  motion  pictures  was  put  on  a  voluntary  basis  and  the  Film 
Boards  of  Review  were  disbanded.  All  censorship  activities  ceased  on 
August  15,  1945,  the  day  after  Japan's  acceptance  of  Allied  surrender 
terms,  and  the  demobilization  of  the  Office  proceeded  on  schedule  accord¬ 
ing  to  another  plan  devised  months  before,  called  the  "V-J  Book."  Unex¬ 
amined  mail  was  returned  unopened  by  the  postal  stations  to  the  post  of¬ 
fices,  and  all  uncensored  communications  were  returned  by  cable  stations 
to  the  communications  companies.  Condemned  mail  was  disposed  of  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  schedule  that  indicated  what  items  should  be  destroyed,  returned 
to  sender,  or  released.  By  Executive  Order  9631  the  Office  of  Censorship 
was  formally  abolished  as  of  November  15,  1945. 

The  records  described  in  this  preliminary  inventory  are  in  Record 
Group  216,  Records  of  the  Office  of  Censorship,  and  amount  to  about  550 
cubic  feet.

Records  of  the  Information  Control  Branch  of  the  Military  Intelligence 
Division,  War  Department  General  Staff,  relating  to  the  planning,  organiza¬ 
tion,  and  early  operations  of  postal  censorship  under  the  direction  of 
Army  officers  were  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Censorship  and  are  a  part 
of  the  records  of  the  Postal  Division.  Records  of  the  Navy  Department  re¬ 
lating  to  the  early  administration  of  cable  censorship  are  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  Cable  Division. 
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Information  in  these  records  that  concerns  the  techniques  and  methods 
of  censorship  and  information  that  would  invade  the  right  of  privacy  of 
individuals  or  firms  is  restricted  to  those  agencies  of  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  that  have  a  legitimate  interest  in  the  information. 

Personnel  records,  consisting  of  individual  personnel  folders,  serv¬ 
ice  record  cards,  individual  earnings  record  cards,  and  retirement  index 
cards,  have  been  transferred  to  the  Federal  Records  Center  at  St.  Louis,

FOREWORD 

To  analyze  and  describe  the  permanently  valuable  records  of  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  preserved  in  the  National  Archives  Building  is  one  of  the 
main  tasks  of  the  National  Archives.  Various  kinds  of  finding  aids  are 
needed  to  facilitate  the  use  of  these  records,  and  the  first  step  in  the 
records-description  program  is  the  compilation  of  preliminary  inventories 
of  the  material  in  the  270-odd  record  groups  to  which  the  holdings  of  the 
National  Archives  are  allocated. 

These  inventories  are  called  “preliminary11  because  they  are  provi¬ 
sional  in  character.  They  are  prepared  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
records  are  received  without  waiting  to  screen  out  all  disposable  mate¬ 
rial  or  to  perfect  the  arrangement  of  the  records.  They  are  compiled 
primarily  for  internal  use,  both  as  finding  aids  to  help  the  staff  ren¬ 
der  efficient  reference  service  and  as  a  means  of  establishing  adminis¬ 
trative  control  over  the  records. 

Each  preliminary  inventory  contains  an  introduction  that  briefly 
states  the  history  and  functions  of  the  agency  that  accumulated  the  rec¬ 
ords.  The  records  themselves  are  described  series  by  series,  that  is, 
by  units  of  records  of  the  same  form  or  that  deal  with  the  same  subject 
or  activity  or  that  are  arranged  serially.  Other  significant  information 
about  the  records  may  sometimes  be  given  in  appendixes. 

When  the  record  group  has  been  studied  sufficiently  and  the  records 
have  been  placed  in  final  order,  the  preliminary  inventories  will  be  re¬ 
vised  and  the  word  "preliminary"  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  revision. 
Meanwhile,  as  occasion  demands  and  time  permits,  special  reports,  indexes, 
calendars,  and  other  finding  aids  to  the  record  group  will  be  prepared* 

Several  finding  aids  that  give  an  over-all  picture  of  material  in 
the  National  Archives  have  been  published.  A  comprehensive  Guide  to  the 
Records  in  the  National  Archives  (19U8)  and  a  brief  guide.  Your  Govern¬ 
ment's  Records  in  the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  have  been  issued. 
More  than  UP  Reference  Information  Papers,  which  analyze  records  in  the 
National  Archives  on  such  subjects  as  transportation,  small  business,  and 
India,  have  so  far  been  published.  Records  of  ’World  War  I  have  been  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Handbook  of  Federal  World  War  Agencies  and  Their  Records, 
1917-1921,  and  those  of  World  War  II  in  the  two-volume  guide.  Federal 
Records  of  World  War  II  (1950-51).  Many  bodies  of  records  of  high  research 
value  have  been  edited  by  the  National  Archives  and  reproduced  on  micro¬ 
film  as  a  form  of  publication.  Positive  prints  of  some  3,500  rolls  of 
these  microfilmed  records,  described  in  the  List  of  File  Microcopies  of 
the  National  Archives  (revised  1950),  are  now  available  for  purchase. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Office  of  War  Information  (OWl)  was  established  by  an  Executive 
order  of  June  13,  19U2,  "in  recognition  of  the  right  of  the  American 
people  and  of  all  other  peoples  opposing  the  Axis  oppressors  to  be  truth¬ 
fully  informed  about  the  common  war  effort."  To  achieve  a  coordinated 
governmental  war  information  program,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  the  func¬ 
tions  and  records  of  the  Office  of  Facts  and  Figures  and  of  the  Office  of 
Government  Reports  and  the  coordinating  functions  of  the  Division  of  In¬ 
formation  in  the  Office  for  Emergency  Management  were  transferred  to  OWI. 
The  Foreign  Intelligence  Service,  Outpost,  Publication,  and  Pictorial 
Branches  of  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Information  were  similarly 
transferred.  The  Executive  order  provided,  however,  that  dissemination 
of  information  to  the  Latin  American  countries  should  be  continued  by  the 
Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Inter-American  Affairs. 

OWI  carried  out  its  information  program  through  the  press,  radio, 
motion  pictures,  and  other  media.  It  coordinated  the  informational  activ¬ 
ities  of  other  governmental  agencies  and  issued  the  directives  necessary 
to  ensure  an  accurate  and  consistent  flow  of  information  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  public.  It  reviewed  and  approved  all  proposed  radio  and  motion 
picture  programs  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Government.  It  maintained 
liaison  with  the  information  agencies  of  the  other  United  Nations  in  order 
to  relate  programs  of  the  United  States  to  those  of  other  nations.  It 
collaborated  with  the  Office  of  Censorship  to  facilitate  the  prompt  and 
full  dissemination  of  all  information  that  would  not  aid  the  enemy.  It 
cooperated  with  the  Board  of  War  Communications  in  broadcasting  war  infor¬ 
mation  abroad. 

Foreign  propaganda  activities  were  at  first  divided  between  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  Strategic  Services  and  the  Office  of  War  Information,  with  the 
field  of  the  latter  limited  to  open,  as  contrasted  to  secret,  activities. 
Since  this  division  of  responsibility  led  to  controversy,  an  Executive 
order  of  March  9,  19U3,  directed  OWI  to  carry  on  all  activities  related 
to  United  States  propaganda  abroad,  except  in  Latin  America. 

OWI  was  terminated,  effective  September  15,  19l*5,  by  an  Executive 
order  of  August  31,  19l*5.  The  Overseas  Operations  Branch,  including  its 
executive  and  security  offices  in  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  the  Office 
of  the  Assistant  Director  for  Management,  and  the  Office  of  General  Coun¬ 
sel  were  transferred  with  their  records  immediately  to  the  Interim  Inter¬ 
national  Information  Service  of  the  Department  of  State,  which  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Executive  order.  On  January  1,  191*6,  these  units  became  a 
part  of  the  Office  of  International  Information  and  Cultural  Affairs  of 
the  State  Department.  The  Bureau  of  Special  Services  was  transferred  with 
its  records  from  the  Domestic  Operations  Branch  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Bud¬ 
get.  Functions  and  records  of  OWI’s  Inter-Agency  Publications  Committee 
were  also  transferred  to  that  Bureau. 
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During  its  lifetime,  from  June  19h2  to  September  19U5,  OWI  created  ap¬ 
proximately  22,500  linear  feet  of  records  in  the  United  States  and  an  un¬ 
estimated  quantity  of  records  in  its  overseas  offices.  The  records  de¬ 
scribed  in  this  preliminary  inventory  comprise  all  the  records  in  Record 
Group  208,  Records  of  the  Office  of  War  Information,  and  amount  to  2,807 
cubic  feet.  These  records  were  received  by  the  National  Archives  from 
OWI  and  the  State  Department  from  19U2  to  January  1952.  They  include  most 
of  the  records  of  the  Domestic  Operations  Branch  of  OWI,  the  records  of 
the  Director  of  OWI  and  of  its  Historian  and  Security  Officer,  part  of  the 
records  of  Management  Services,  and  the  nontextual  and  some  of  the  textual 
records  of  the  Overseas  Operations  Branch.  Most  of  the  records  of  the 
last  Branch,  however,  have  been  retained  by  the  Department  of  State.  Per¬ 
sonnel  folders  for  OWI  employees  are  in  the  Federal  Records  Center  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  These  and  other  records  that  have  been  transferred  from  the 
National  Archives  to  the  Federal  Records  Center  at  Alexandria,  Va.,  are 
described  in  appendix  1  of  this  inventory. 

This  inventory  is  organized  according  to  the  structure  of  OWI  during 
the  early  part  of  19li5.  In  general,  entries  are  arranged  in  accordance 
with  the  importance  of  the  operating  unit  or  official  that  created  the 
records.  An  exception  to  this  rule  is  the  placement  of  the  records  of  the 
Office  of  the  Historian  (entry  1|)  immediately  after  those  of  the  Office 
of  the  Director.  This  was  done  because  many  of  the  records  of  the  Direc¬ 
tor,  the  Overseas  Director,  and  other  high  officials  are  interfiled  with 
the  records  of  the  Historian.  As  records  of  many  OWI  units  are  in  the 
State  Department,  the  inventory  does  not  reflect  the  complete  organiza¬ 
tional  structure  of  OWI.  To  remedy  this  defect  its  organizational  plan 
is  given  in  appendix  2,  with  notes  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  records  of 
each  unit,  so  far  as  this  has  been  determined.  As  an  aid  to  the  location 
of  documents  of  OWI  in  the  National  Archives,  lists  of  selected  documents 
and  issuances  pertaining  to  various  subjects  have  been  prepared  and  are 
included  as  other  appendixes. 

In  preparing  this  preliminary  inventory  H.  Stephen  Helton  was  assisted 
by  Ira  Kellogg,  Donald  Goodwin,  Leonard  Rapport,  Martha  Chandler,  and 
Barbara  Murphy.

Regional 
Executive  Offices  of  Management  Services  handled  similar  functions  for 
OWI  offices  in  the  San  Francisco  and  New  York  areas.

The  Domestic  Operations  Branch  of  OWI  took  over  from  its  predecessors — 
the  Office  of  Facts  and  Figures,  the  Office  of  Government  Reports,  and 
the  Division  of  Information  of  the  Office  for  Emergency  Management — the 
administration  of  the  Government’s  home-front  war  information  programs. 

Its  primary  purpose  was  to  coordinate  and  facilitate  the  flow  of  informa¬ 
tion  so  that  the  public  could  obtain  a  clear  and  accurate  picture  of 
United  States  war  activities,  aims,  and  policies.  In  carrying  out  its 
functions  on  the  home  front,  the  Branch  cooperated  with  other  Government 
agencies  and  with  the  regular  media  of  public  information.  The  Branch 
cleared  and  coordinated  releases  to  the  press  of  information  from  Govern¬ 
ment  sources  to  prevent  confusion  caused  by  conflicting  statements.  In 
the  field  of  radio,  it  developed  a  system  for  the  orderly  use  of  time  and 
talent  donated  by  the  radio  industry  and  sponsors  of  radio  programs  for 
war  information  purposes,  and  it  allotted  radio  time  to  Government  agen¬ 
cies.  In  the  field  of  advertising,  it  coordinated  the  use  of  newspaper 
space,  radio  time,  and  advertising  space  donated  to  the  Government  to 
carry  advertising  on  its  war  information  campaigns.  It  also  served  as  a 
central  point  of  contact  with  the  motion-picture  industry  regarding  needs 
of  the  Government  for  special  war  information  pictures,  and  it  provided 
a  channel  of  communication  between  the  Government  and  book  and  magazine 
publishers  and  editors  to  provide  facts  on  the  war  effort  and  information 
programs  promoted  by  OWI. 

At  first  the  functions  of  the  Branch  included  production  of  motion 
pictures  and  publications,  and  field  offices  were  maintained  in  most 
States  to  assist  with  the  distribution  of  Government  information  and 
other  OWI  activities.  The  production  activities  and  field  offices  were 
abolished,  however,  in  mid-19U3  following  a  cut  in  OWI’s  budget,  afid  there¬ 
after,  the  Branch  became  primarily  a  staff  organization  performing  the 
functions  outlined  above. 

The  main  parts  of  the  Branch  were  the  Office  of  the  Director,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Director  of  War  Programs  and  the  Deputy  Directors;  and  the  media 
bureaus  for  radio,  books  and  magazines,  domestic  news,  motion  pictures, 
foreign  news,  special  services,  and  graphics.  Each  of  these  units  is  dis¬ 
cussed  in  greater  detail  under  appropriate  headings  of  this  inventory.

This  Division,  established  in  August  1933  as  a  division  of  the  National 
Recovery  Administration,  became  a  division  of  the  National  Emergency  Coun¬ 
cil  on  July  10,  1935.  Upon  the  termination  of  the  latter  agency  in  1939, 
it  was  transferred  to  the  Office  of  Government  Reports;  and  in  19i|2  it  was 
transferred  from  the  Bureau  of  Special  Services  of  that  Office  to  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  War  Information.  The  Division  provided  a  daily  newspaper  clipping 
service  and  reports  on  press  and  radio  comment  to  officials  of  OWI,  Mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress,  and  Government  agencies  that  required  press  coverage  in 
specified  fields  of  interest.  From  1933  to  November  19^2  the  Division 
maintained  a  permanent  file  of  press  clippings  from  300  to  iiOO  represent¬ 
ative  newspapers.  These  clippings,  amounting  to  1,680  cubic  feet,  are  in 
Federal  Records  Center  No.  3,  at  Alexandria,  Va.  Other  records,  including 
a  small  series  of  correspondence  and  reports,  are  among  the  records  of  the 
Office  of  Government  Reports  and  are  described  in  an  inventory  of  that 
agency's  records.

When  the  Office  of  War  Information  was  established  in  June  19l±2,  two 
of  its  bureaus,  the  News  Bureau  and  Bureau  of  Public  Inquiries,  were 
given  supervision  of  field  offices  of  the  former  Division  of  Information 
of  the  Office  for  Emergency  Management  and  the  Office  of  Government  Re¬ 
ports.  In  the  fall  of  19U2  the  field  service  of  the  two  bureaus  was  con¬ 
solidated  under  the  Field  Operations  Division  of  the  News  Bureau.  This 
Division  attained  bureau  status  in  March  19h3  but  remained  in  operation 
only  until  September  of  that  year,  when  reductions  in  the  budget  of  OWI's 
domestic  operations  necessitated  its  termination.  The  Bureau  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  organization  and  operation  of  field  offices  of  the  Do¬ 
mestic  Operations  Branch.  It  coordinated  the  field  programs  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  bureaus  and  supervised  and  managed  relations  of  OWI  field  operations 
with  field  operations  of  other  Government  agencies. 

The  field  offices,  of  which  there  were  58  located  in  strategic  centers 
of  civilian  war  activities  in  June  19U3,  did  mass  media  information  work, 
assisted  in  the  preparation  and  dissemination  of  information  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Government  war  agencies,  and  offered  a  centralized  information 
service  to  editors,  reporters,  and  the  general  public.  Although  adminis¬ 
tratively  in  the  Domestic  Operations  Branch,  the  offices  often  obtained. 
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at  the  request  of  the  Overseas  Operations  Branch,  special  stories,  record¬ 
ings,  statements,  and  editorial  clippings  on  events  of  international  in¬ 
terest.  Most  of  the  field  offices  were  abolished  in  September  19l*3,  and 
their  records  have  been  disposed  of.

This  Staff  developed  and  carried  out  through  the  field  offices  a  com¬ 
prehensive  and  planned  program  of  "localized"  war  information  through 
coordinating,  adapting,  and  integrating  the  informational  policies  and 
programs  of  OWI  and  other  war  agencies  so  as  to  facilitate  their  execu¬ 
tion  in  terms  of  local  needs  and  problems.

With  the  establishment  of  OWI  these  functions  were 
transferred  to  the  Publications  Division  of  that  agency's  Bureau  of  Pub¬ 
lications  and  Graphics.  Following  the  dissolution  of  that  Bureau  in  19U3, 
they  were  successively  administered  by  parts  of  the  Bureau  of  Publications, 
by  independent  bureaus  (the  Book  Bureau  and  the  Magazine  Bureau),  and  fi¬ 
nally,  beginning  in  August  19UU,  by  the  Book  and  Magazine  Bureau.  The 
primary  function  of  the  Bureau  was  to  promote  the  war-related  information 
programs  of  the  Government  through  the  media  of  magazines  and  books.  This 
the  Bureau  accomplished  by  serving  in  liaison  between  editors,  magazine 
writers,  and  literary  agents  seeking  information  and  those  war  agencies 
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that  could  supply  such  information.  Much  of  the  information  obtained 
from  Government  sources  was  incorporated  in  the  "Magazine  War  Guide,"  a 
monthly  bulletin  issued  by  the  Bureau  containing  suggestions  to  editors 
and  writers.  Similar  services  were  offered  to  book  publishers.  Through 
the  Bureau,  war  agencies  had  access  to  the  talent  of  the  Writer's  War 
Board,  a  volunteer  organization  of  leading  American  writers  who  prepared 
programs,  speeches,  and  articles  for  widely  circulated  newspapers  and 
magazines.  Through  its  work  with  the  Council  on  Books  in  Wartime,  the 
Bureau  also  made  available  to  war  agencies  the  promotional  facilities  of 
numerous  publishers,  book  sellers,  and  librarians.  Before  mid-19l*3  the 
Bureau  engaged  in  the  production  of  books  and  magazines,  but  this  activity 
was  eliminated  because  of  a  reduction  in  budget.  In  addition  to  those 
organizational  parts  of  the  Bureau  described  below,  the  Bureau  had  an  Of¬ 
fice  of  Book  Liaison,  a  Writer's  War  Board  Liaison  Office,  and  an  Edito¬ 
rial  Section.

RECORDS  OF  THE  OVERSEAS  OPERATIONS  BRANCH 


Ihe  Overseas  Operations  Branch,  which  was  established  in  June  19U2, 
succeeded  to  functions  of  the  Foreign  Information  Service  of  the  Office 
of  the  Coordinator  of  Information.  It  planned  and  carried  out  the  war¬ 
time  propaganda  activities  of  the  Federal  Government  in  all  countries  out¬ 
side  the  continental  United  States  except  those  of  Latin  America.  In  ac¬ 
tive  military  zones  its  agents  cooperated  with  military  organizations  in 
psychological  warfare;  in  more  than  20  neutral  and  Allied  Nations  it  es¬ 
tablished  Outposts;  and  in  areas  where  it  had  no  representatives  it  pro¬ 
vided  State  Department  missions  with  informational  materials  for  distri¬ 
bution.  At  the  head  of  the  Branch  was  the  Director  of  Overseas  Operations, 
and  immediately  responsible  to  him  were  the  Executive  Officer,  the  Policy 
Coordinator,  the  Chief  of  Information  Liaison,  and  the  Deputy  Director. 
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•The  last  was  responsible  for  the  policy  governing  OWI's  information  pro¬ 
gram  for  assigned  geographic  areas  of  the  world.  Large  bureaus  of  the 
Branch  existed  for  communications,  intelligence,  and  the  support  of  field 
offices.  In  New  York  City,  under  a  Deputy  Director  for  Atlantic  Operations, 
were  the  media  bureaus,  for  radio,  news  and  features,  motion  pictures,  and 
publications.  In  San  Francisco  there  was  an  office,  under  a  Deputy  Direc¬ 
tor,  which  was  responsible  for  OWI's  information  output  (chiefly  radio 
broadcasts)  directed  at  the  Pacific  area.  A  smaller  office  of  the  Branch, 
in  Los  Angeles,  served  the  needs  of  both  the  New  York  and  San  Francisco 
Offices  for  recordings  of  special  events  and  interviews  with  motion-pic¬ 
ture  personalities;  it  also  reviewed  commercial  films  to  determine  their 
suitability  for  distribution  overseas.  The  functions  and  records  of  the 
Overseas  Operations  Branch  were  transferred  to  the  State  Department  by 
the  Executive  order  that  terminated  OWI. 

Such  records  as  the  National  Archives  now  has  in  its  custody  are  de¬ 
scribed  under  the  major  units  of  the  Overseas  Operations  Branch  as  they 
existed  during  the  early  part  of  19h5»  Records  of  the  Outposts  and  some 
other  units  are  in  the  Foreign  Service  posts  of  the  State  Department  or 
in  the  Department  itself  and  are  not  described  in  this  inventory. 

RECORDS  OF  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  OVERSEAS  OPERATIONS 

This  Office  was  responsible  for  the  formulation,  application,  and  im¬ 
plementation  of  policy,  the  development  of  propaganda  warfare  and  infor¬ 
mation  programs,  the  broad  supervision  of  overseas  operations,  and  the 
maintenance  of  liaison  with  agencies  of  the  United  States  and  foreign 
governments.  In  19^5  the  Office  included  the  Director  of  the  Overseas 
Branch,  an  Executive  Director,  and  an  Assistant  Executive  Director,  who 
were  aided  by  three  Deputy  Directors,  a  Policy  Coordinator  and  an  Infor¬ 
mation  Liaison  Officer.  Successive  Directors  of  the  Overseas  Branch  were 
Robert  E.  Sherwood  and  Edward  W.  Barrett. 

The  records  of  the  Executive  Director  and  the  Deputy  Directors  for 
Areas  are  in  the  Department  of  State.  Described  below  are  the  files  of 
the  Information  Liaison  Office  and  the  Office  of  Policy  Coordination, 
which  are  in  the  National  Archives.  Records  of  the  Director  of  the  Over¬ 
seas  Operations  Branch  are  interspersed  with  other  records  of  OWI  assem¬ 
bled  by  the  agency's  historian  (see  entry  i;). 

Records  of  the  Information  Liaison  Office 

This  Office  supervised  liaison  with  the  press,  the  public,  and  Congress. 
It  prepared  answers  to  inquiries  concerning  the  work  of  the  Branch,  ap¬ 
proved  all  contacts  by  employees  of  the  Branch  with  Members  of  Congress, 
supervised  exhibits  of  sample  OWI  productions,  and  arranged  for  OWI  of¬ 
ficials  to  fill  speech  requests  from  organizations  to  explain  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  the  Branch.

On  behalf  of  the  Deputy  Directors,  it  drafted 
the  weekly  Overseas  Central  Directive  and  performed  related  functions 
such  as  the  coordination,  clearance,  interpretation,  and  issuance  of 
directives  for  the  deputies,  the  Review  Board,  and  the  San  Francisco  and 
New  York  Offices.

The  Bureau  of  Overseas  Intelligence  was  established  by  Staff  Order 
No.  21,  of  August  26,  191*3*  to  replace  the  Bureau  of  Research  and  Analy¬ 
sis,  The  Bureau  was  responsible  for  the  collection  of  intelligence 
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materials,  liaison  with  other  Government  agencies  having  intelligence 
materials,  and  the  furnishing  of  offices  of  the  OWI  with  intelligence 
materials  from  its  central  intelligence  files.  It  maintained  current 
summaries  of  conditions  in  various  regions  of  the  world,  furnished  back¬ 
ground  material  for  use  in  operations,  and  maintained  a  running  audit  as 
to  the  reliability  of  its  intelligence  sources.  These  functions  were  di¬ 
vided  among  the  Office  of  the  Chief,  the  Regional  Analysis  Division,  the 
Central  Intelligence  Division,  and  the  Foreign  Morale  Analysis  Division. 
Records  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  are  among  the  files  of 
the  Office  of  Policy  Coordination,  described  in  entries  370-371;  of  this 
inventory.

Representatives  of  the  area  directors  reviewed  the  media 
bureaus'  output  from  the  standpoint  of  regional  policy.  Another  division 
(Evaluations  Division)  of  the  central  control  mechanism  surveyed  and 
evaluated  the  effectiveness  of  the  OWI  output  on  the  foreign  audience. 
Parts  of  other  bureaus — the  Bureau  of  Communications  Facilities,  Office 
of  the  Communications  Control,  Outpost  Service  Bureau,  and  Management 
Services — with  offices  in  New  York  furnished  communications  services  and 
radio  transmitter  service,  routed  messages,  stored  and  transported  the 
Office's  products,  transported  personnel,  and  performed  budgetary,  fis¬ 
cal  and  other  services  for  the  media  bureaus  and  overseas  Outposts. 

After  the  termination  of  OWI  in  August  19U5,  this  Office  was  transferred

This  Bureau  originated  as  the  Publications  Division  of  the  Foreign 
Information  Service  of  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Information, 
one  of  the  predecessors  of  CWI.  The  primary  purpose  of  the  Bureau  was 
to  disseminate  abroad,  through  printed  material,  information  about 
America,  its  war  effort,  and  its  way  of  life.  Printed  matter  produced 
by  the  Bureau  consisted  of  posters,  pamphlets,  booklets,  flyers, 
stickers,  magazines,  and  leaflets  covering  a  broad  range  of  subjects. 
The  printed  matter  was  issued  in  from  1  to  19  foreign  languages.  Dis¬ 
tribution  to  the  public  was  made  through  OWI's  Outpost  representatives. 
United  States  consulates  and  legations,  and  other  outlets. 

The  Bureau  collaborated  with  Outposts  in  the  production  of  pub¬ 
lications  that  could  most  advantageously  be  printed  abroad  by  furnish¬ 
ing  texts  and  production  materials  for  books,  pamphlets,  and  magazines; 
it  established  basic  collections  of  reference  books.  Government  and 
trade  publications,  and  material  of  general  interest  for  Outpost 
libraries;  and  it  assisted  in  their  maintenance.  All  of  these  opera¬ 
tions  were  essentially  long  range  in  nature  and  were  directed  almost 
exclusively  to  areas  where  open  distribution  of  material  was  possible. 
Divisions  of  the  Bureau,  other  than  those  described  below,  were  the 
Russian,  U.  S.  A.  Magazine,  Photo  Review  and  Photo  Service,  Victory, 
Book  and  Periodical,  and  Printing.

This  Bureau  was  established  on  Decenber  17,  19U2,  replacing  the  Motion 
Picture  Division  of  the  Bureau  Of  Overseas  Publications.  It  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  production  of  news  reels,  shorts,  and  picture  films  and  for 
their  distribution  in  Allied,  neutral,  liberated, and  conquered  countries 
abroad.  Some  news  reels  and  factual  documentary  films  were  produced 
through  the  Bureau's  own  production  facilities  and  through  contractual 
arrangements  with  the  motion-picture  industry;  others  were  acquired  from 
other  Government  agencies.  Films  were  prepared  in  a  number  of  foreign 
languages.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  motion-picture  industry  the  Bureau 
reviewed  and  selected  commercially  made  film  suitable  for  overseas  distri¬ 
bution.  In  conjunction  with  Allied  psychological  warfare  services  films 
were  shown  to  the  civilian  population  of  areas  liberated  or  conquered  by 
Allied  forces.  Through  the  Department  of  State,  the  Vfer  Production  Board, 
and  the  Board  of  Economic  Warfare,  the  Bureau  was  instrumental  in  arrang¬ 
ing  the  allocation  of  raw  film  stock  to  certain  neutral  and  allied  countries. 
The  purpose  of  the  films  was  to  depict  aspects  of  America,  to  show  the  Al¬ 
lies  winning  the  war,  and  to  picture  the  social,  political,  economic,  and 
military  character  of  the  Allies.  The  Bureau's  organization  included  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  Foreign  Versions  Division  described  below,  the  Office  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  Operations,  Production,  and  Distribution  Divi¬ 
sions.

This  Office,  established  in  December  19l*l  by  the  Foreign  Information 
Service  of  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Information  to  supervise  radio 
broadcasts  directed  to  the  Pacific  area*  was  taken  over  by  OWI  in  June  19l*2 
and  was  made  responsible  to  the  Director  of  the  Overseas  Operations  Branch. 
The  Office  maintained  branch  offices  in  Hollywood  and  Denver.  Its  func¬ 
tions  included  receiving  news  copy  from  governmental  and  private  sources 
and  procuring  news  material  for  use  by  staff  writers;  producing  short-wave 
programs  in  English  and  Far  Eastern  languages  to  be  broadcast  direct  or  by 
relay  to  China,  Japan,  India,  and  other  areas;  producing  radio  programs 
and  other  materials  for  use  by  Pacific  Outposts;  and  monitoring  Japanese 
broadcasts  and  interpreting  them  in  terms  of  psychological  warfare  for  the 
guidance  of  staff  writers,  news  editors,  and  policy  makers.  The  Office 
underwent  a  number  of  reorganizations,  but  in  April  19l*5  its  organization 
was  as  shown  below.  In  August  191*5  it  was  transferred  to  the  Interim  In¬ 
ternational  Information  Service  of  the  Department  of  State.  After  the 
termination  of  this  Service  in  December  191*5,  parts  of  the  office  continued 
to  function  under  the  Department's  International  Broadcasting  Division  until 
August  191*6,  when  its  remaining  functions  were  taken  over  by  the  New  York 
office  of  that  Division.
